FOREWORD. This article is the first of a series 
under the general title “Twentieth Century 
Astrology.” I trust that what I have stated 
time and again in my articles will make the 
reason for this title clear. My purpose is so 
to re-formulate the ancient and basic prin- 
ciples of astrological symbolism that astrol- 
ogy shall measure up in its contents, outlook 
and technique of interpretation to the most 
progressive and valid type of contemporary 
thought, This has been the goal I set to my= 
self in my contributions to this magazine and 
particularly in my book “Astrology of Person= 
ality” which expands and integrates all I had 
written until its publication a year ago. 

In Twentieth Century Astrology I hope to 
present a simpler, more immediately practi- 
cal and applicable formulation of all those 
factors which are used or can be used easily 
in astrological practice. In other words, my 
aim is to produce eventually a general text- 
book of astrology which would be truly “mod- 
ern” in spirit and outlook. I do not believe 
however that it is worth while or even pos- 
sible to make astrology too easy. This can 
only be done (or so I feel) by lowering the 
quality of the approach one takes; and the 
results are bound to be detrimental not only 
to the purity and integrity of astrological 
thought but to the esteem with which it is 
received by the cultured public and especially 
by those who determine the trend of the 
thinking of the future generations, 

If astrology should not be made too easy 
for every one to glance at without some kind 
of concentration and real study, this does not 
mean that it cannot be made clear. Because 
I am eager to reach that goal of clarity and 
fundamental simplicity of presentation, I am 
counting on the cooperation of the readers of 
American Astrology. I would welcome, in 
other words, criticisms of the matters dis- 
cussed in the forthcoming articles and de- 
mands for elucidation of points which I 
may not make sufficiently cleai. In such a 
way I should be able to produce eventually 
a textbook of much greater value and sig- 
nificance, 

The queries which will reach me through 
the office of the magazine shall be studied 
and if found significant or helpful will be

summarized and answered in a “Forum” de- 
partment from time to time. Only questions 
dealing with specific matters contained in or 
related to an article already printed will be 
thus answered. No answer will be given 
except in the pages of the magazine. No 
personal problems can be discussed—nor can 
I, to my regret, deal with them in private 
correspondence. I welcome suggestions for 
future articles and expressions of interest, but 
unfortunately may not always be able to 
thank personally the writer for those be- 
cause of the extreme pressure of diversified 
work, 

The order in which the subjects will be 
treated in this Twentieth Century Astrology 
series of articles is not to be considered as 
significant. It is motivated mostly by personal 
or fortuitous considerations. I am dealing in 
these first articles with planetary aspects be- 
cause the problem of the significance of 
houses and zodiacal signs has been discussed 
quite extensively from various angles. As- 
pects however are usually taken for granted 
and little thought goes to their interpretation; 
still less to the problem of how they are gen- 
erated and why they have the meaning tradi- 
tionally given to them. 

It may be well moreover to me to stress at 
the outset the important difference existing 
between the “natal” and the “horary” signifi- 
cances of the aspects, because such a differ- 
ence causes often a good deal of confusion in 
the minds of students of astrology. My ap- 
proach to aspects, and to all other astrological 
factors unless special mention is made to the 
contrary, will be in the forthcoming articles 
purely a “natal astrology” approach. That 
is to say I shall deal with these factors as they 
are found in charts cast for the first moment 
at which the state of independent existence 
is reached by an organic whole. The pur- 
pose of such “birth-charts” is to determine 
the inherent character of the organic whole 
which it abstractly symbolizes. By “inherent 
character” I mean that which constitutes this 
particular whole as a more or less unique in- 
dividual with a relatively unique destiny, 
(viz., pattern of development from birth to 
death). The birth-chart is thus the formula 
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or blueprint of the selfhood and destiny of 
the individual whole. 

Seeing it as such means that astrological 
interpretation is approached from the “natal” 
point of view. The interpretation given to 
astrological factors is necessarily conditioned 
from such a point of view. When the point 
of view changes the interpretation must nec- 
essarily change. This is true of anything. If 
a musical composition or a series of dance 
motions are considered in terms of the pleas- 
ure and amusement which they cause, the 
single tones or movements and their sequen- 
tial relationships have a definite meaning. We 
may for instance call some harsh, ugly, dis- 
turbing, etc. But these same music and dance 
forms may be interpreted as stirring, releas- 
ing, emotion-freeing, exalting, if what is 
sought in music or dancing is a release of 
vital forces and more intense experience of 
reality. 

The same is true in astrology. Horary as- 
trology is a type of astrology in which a very 
clearly defined single question is being an- 
swered, or more generally speaking, a strictly 
particular and clearcut situation is being 
studied in relation to the future potentialities 
it holds for the enquirer. We may play some- 
what on words and say that a horary chart 
is “the birth-chart of an idea.” The fact re- 
mains that an idea or a situation is not an 
organic whole or microcosm. It has not the 
power to regenerate itself. 


If I cast a horary chart in order to find out 
whether or not a projected trip will be suc- 
cessful, I am dealing with a single issue 
however wide its ramifications might be, and 
this issue operates only through me and my 
understanding of it in limited terms of success 
and failure. In such a case a so-called “evil” 
aspect to a planet ruling the matter enquired 
into will necessarily mean failure—as I under- 
stand failure. Even if that to me evident fail- 
ure could be seen as success from the tran- 
scendent standpoint of a Christ-like person, 
yet as I am enquiring, a failure it will be in 
simple fact. Thus because we take only a very 
limited standpoint in horary astrology, our 
interpretation of the nature of planets and as- 
pects must be as limited and narrow. It must 
include the judgment of “good” or “evil.” 
Similarly a ballet or an ordinary popular 
piece of music is pleasurable or boring, charm- 
ing or ugly, etc. 

But in natal astrology we are not passing— 
or rather we should never be passing—ethical 
judgments of good or evil upon a chart, be- 
cause in life there is no good or evil per se, 
but only that which fulfills the inherent char- 


acter and destiny of an individual and evil 
planets are just as necessary to produce a 
fulfilled personality, to release all the vital 
potentialities of a birth, as good aspects and 
fortunate planets. Thus from the truly natal 
standpoint such an interpretation of planets, 
aspects, signs and houses is incongruous and 
utterly wrong. It is wrong only because it 
does not belong to the realm of natal astrol- 
ogy. No more than the epithets of unpleasant 
or not entertaining belong to a criticism of a 
type of art and music which does not seek 
to give superficial pleasure and entertainment. 


Wuat Is An Aspect? 


Two planets, or two points of any descrip- 
tion, found on an astrological chart, are said 
to form an aspect when the distance between 
them measured in degrees of longitude comes 
close to certain values—such as 120°, 90°, 
60°, etc. If the Sun is located on Aries 1° and 
the Moon on Leo 1° the distance between 
them is exactly 120°; Aries 1° being the 
point of longitude 1° and Leo 1° that of 
longitude 121°. The difference in longitude 
is what tells whether an aspect exists or does 
not exist. A difference of 120° constitutes 
the aspect named a trine. 

A few important things should be noticed 
at once. First of all one can never stress too 
much the fact that aspects are not measured 
by the distance between the positions of 
planets as visible bodies. What is considered 
is the angular relationship between two plan- 


‘ets or any two celestial objects. Angular re- 


lationship means the relationship of two 
points contained in a circle in relation to the 
center of the circle; the relationship being 
measured by projecting these points on a cir- 
cumference traced around the center. 

The accompanying figure will make this 
plain. A and B represent two planets which 
form an exact trine, or 120° aspect. This 
means that if these planets are considered in 
relation to a center C (the center of the 
earth) and if lines are drawn from A to C 
and from B to C, these two lines will make 
a 120° angle. Astrology measures this angle 
by referring it to the circumference called the 
Ecliptic (the apparent path of the Sun 
throughout a yearly cycle). That is to say, 
it continues the lines CA and CB until they 
reach the circumference in A’ and B’. A’ and 
B’ are the respective projections of A and B 
on the ecliptic. 

The circumference being then divided into 
360 equal “arcs” or sections called “degrees,” 
the number of such sections between the 
points A’ and B’ define the distance in longi- 
tude between the actual planets A and B: 
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in this case, 120 degrees of longitude. What 
should be clear to the student is that the dis- 
tance in longitude between two planets is not 
a measurement of the line drawn between the 
two actual planets, but a measurement of the 
“arc” or curved distance between the pro- 
jections of these planets on the ecliptic. 

This is most important, for if we imagined 
the planet A to be located on A” we would 
find that, while the straight line distance be- 
tween A” and B is much greater than that 
between A and B, at the same time their 
angular relationship — i.e., the aspect they 
form — remains the same. This, because the 
projection of A” on the ecliptic is identical 
to the projection of A. In other words, A and 
A” have the same longitude; they are found 
in astrology to be on the same degree of the 
zodiac. What differs however is their lati- 
tude: that is, their distance from the ecliptic 
measured along the line A”A’C, or rather 
along a circumference, at right angles to the 
ecliptic, of which the line A”A’C is only the 
projection. 

This is of course nothing but the very 
plainest foundations of trigonometry. What 
it should help to show however to the student 
is that in astrology we do not deal with plan- 
ets as actual masses or celestial objects. First, 
we do not pay any attention to their mass, 
their size, their color, their absolute distance 
or speed of revolution. If we do consider 
mass, distance and speed it is only in deter- 
mining what they stand for as symbols of 
bio-psychological functious; but this is done 
once for all and not in terms of absolute mass 
or distance, but in terms of relative mass and 
distance from the earth (in the commonly 
used geocentric astrology). Then, when we 
speak of distance or relationship between two 
planets we do not consider the disance or re- 


lationship between two separate and indepen- 
dent actual objects, but only between two 
component parts of a whole centered around 
a common point. What is significant astro- 
logically is never how far Mars is from Ju- 
piter, but what is the relationship between 
Mars and Jupiter when referred to the center: 
the earth. An aspect never involves only 
two planets but always their relation in ref- 
erence to the whole planetary system seen 
from the earth. All planetary relationships 
are relationships in relation to center and to 
a whole. 

In other words, every time one considers 
an aspect between two planets, one presup- 
poses as a background the whole planetary 
system as seen from the earth, and by ex- 
tension the entire sky or at least the zodiac; 
and what is studied is not the relationship be- 
tween two planets in themselves, but between 
the postulated effects (or relations) of each of 
these upon the earth. Moreover, as the plan- 
ets’ motions are periodical, the total orbits or 
cycles of these planets should also be in the 
background of any relationships between two 
planetary positions. 

The implications of the foregoing may be 
made clearer by an illustration. We may 
identify the planets for the sake of this illus- 
tration with the various organs participating 
in the cycle of food metabolism (that is, in 
the total process of digestion, assimilation and 
evacuation). We will say that Jupiter repre- 
sents the liver and Mars the stomach, and we 
shall study the operations and secretions of 
both as food is absorbed by the mouth. It is 
evident that if one wishes to understand at 
any moment the relationship there is between 
the activities of the liver-cells and of the 
stomach-glands one will have to relate these 
activities to the center of the whole digestive 
process—that is, the food being digested and 
assimilated. Otherwise there would be little 
sense in the fact that the stomach secretes 
acid juices, the liver an alkaline bile, etc. 

Moreover, the process of assimilation itself, 
if it is to be made meaningful must be re- 
lated to the functioning of the entire organism, 
including in many cases the psychological 
level thereof. This means that no organ can 
be really understood unless it be seen oper- 
ating within and contributing to the health 
of the whole organism. Likewise no planet 
or relationship between two or more planets 
can be satisfactorily interpreted save in terms 
of the whole astrological chart—especially, in 
the case which we are now studying, in terms 
of the entire “planetary pattern.” 

The problem we have to face in discussing 
the matter of planetary aspects is really two- 
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fold. The first matter to consider is: Why 
should there be any significance in the fact 
that two planets form any angle? The second 
point is: Why are certain angles (or longi- 
tudinal distances) formed by two planets con- 
sidered significant and others not significant? 
Why should an 120° angle be elevated to the 
position of being a major aspect, and not an 
angle of 27° or of 100°? I shall take these 
two points separately. 


Wuy SHovutp THERE Be ASPECTS? 


To some readers used to take for granted 
whatever astrological text-books say this 
question may seem meaningless. Yet it ceases 
to be so the moment we examine critically the 
material which we use in astrology. As every 
student knows, astrology is based essentially 
on three types of factors: planets, zodiacal 
signs and houses. We might add fixed stars, 
but their significance is so uncertain and so 
little used in ordinary modern practice that 
we can ignore them for the time being. 

We may say that planets (including the 
Sun and Moon) are the most obviously and 
immediately important factors. Astrology be- 
gan by observing them (and the stars) and 
today they still carry the main burden of 
interpretation. This, because they are the 
most irregular and changing factors—and 
therefore the most significant in their par- 
ticular configuration at any moment. We must 
realize that the planets (always including 
Sun and Moon) constitute in their totality the 
solar system as seen from the earth. So that 
when one speaks.of planets, signs and houses 
one speaks really of one constantly changing 
factor, the solar system, then of two different 
ways of giving significance to the changes 
which take place in the solar system as a 
whole (signs and houses). 

We should never forget that the signs of 
the zodiac are merely divisions of an imagined 
abstract background on which the planets 
move. These divisions are made significant 
by the (apparent) motion of the Sun. With- 
out this regular solar motion the signs of the 
zodiac would have no existence. When an 
astrologer says that a person is born in Leo, 
or is a Leo, what is meant is merely that the 
person was born while the Sun was in this 
particular section of the Sun’s path of mo- 
tion (ecliptic) named Leo; ie. in midsummer. 

Where other planets are concerned we use 
these same sections or “arcs” of the ecliptic 
as a frame-work to determine the meaning 
of the planets’ position! But this meaning of 
the signs of the zodiac—and therefore of the 
position of the planets in these signs—is de- 
rived directly and exclusively from the vari- 


ous modifications of the Sun’s light and 
warmth during its yearly cycle. If Aries, as 
a sign of the zodiac, has active, impulsive, 
forceful, rash, pioneering connotations it is 
because while the Sun passes through Aries 
everything in nature is stirred into renewed 
action by its waxing energy and power. The 
quality defining Aries as a sign of the zodiac 
is the quality of the Sun during early spring. 

To say that one is born in Aries or that 
one is born in the early spring means the 
same thing. Likewise to say that Mars in 
Aries is strong and intensely active is to say 
that Mars, when located between longitude 0 
and longitude 30° (geometrically calculated), 
is operating on the basis of a forceful spring- 
like type of activity—which is congenial to it. 
If on the other hand Mars is located between 
longitudes 180° and 210°, then it is in Libra 
and operating on the basis of an autumnal, 
regressive and degenerative (from the point 
of view of outer vegetation) type of activity— 
which is anti-pathetic to the outgoing, initiat- 
ing nature of Mars; but sympathetic to the 
ingoing, consummating, seed-forming nature 
of Venus. 

In other words, the signs of the zodiac have 
meaning fundamentally and in a sense ex- 
clusively in terms of the Sun’s relationship 
to the earth. They are produced by the Sun’s 
motion and carry the significance of the Sun’s 
motion throughout the year. 

As for the “houses,” these are the product 
of the earth’s daily rotation and they depend 
basically upon the relationship of earth and 
sky to the horizon; even though one could 
also show that the Ascendant has its partic- 
ular meaning because the Sun rises in the 
East; the Descendant, because the Sun sets 
in the West, etc., or at least that this meaning 
originated in such a relation of the day- 
cycle to the dial of houses. We shall discuss 
such problems in subsequent articles. All 
that we need to realize now is that signs and 
houses are merely two kinds of frame-work 
enabling us to give particular meanings to 
the various yearly and daily positions of the 
Sun (and by extension, of the planets). So 
that the only basically active elements in 
astrology are the Sun, the Moon and the 
planets, and any such moving factors in use. 
The other factors (signs, houses, and degrees) 
situate and color that activity; they are there- 
fore secondary. Likewise a man with a par- 
ticular temperament remains fundamentally 
the same individual whether he lives in one 
country or not, in one city or another; yet 
his activities are profoundly colored by his 
environment, so that in uncongenial surround- 
ings he may be only the shadow of his true

self (or perhaps he may land in jail!) while 
in a congenial environment he will reveal his 
essential nature to the utmost of its poten- 
tialities. 

But besides the general environment in 
which he lives there are other factors which 
will act upon him. His wife may be in another 
country. The firm for which he works in still 
another. He may have holdings and interests 
located at the antipodes, or may be affected by 
political or religious affiliations in other lands. 
All these factors — wife, firm, properties, 
affiliations, etc. — are factors influencing his 
activities, directly or indirectly. His total be- 
havior and the quality of his personal out- 
look and initiative are bound to all these 
things with which he is personally related. 
No man can be understood or judged as a 
whole without taking into consideration the 
effect of all these relationships upon him— 
plus the effect of the general environment in 
which he is active. 

Likewise in astrology no planet can be un- 
derstood in a particular chart without taking 
into consideration the effect of the relation- 
ships it makes with all other planets — plus 
the effect of its position in one particular sign, 
degree, and house. We have seen the way 
these relationships are measured in aspects. 
They are measured in reference to a center 
because a chart represents a whole of life, an 
organism. And all organisms and all wholes 
must have a center of integration — or else 
they would disintegrate and cease to be 
wholes. 

In other words, planets (including Sun and 
Moon) are symbols of the activities and func- 
tions of organic life. As there is but one basic 
life-force, so- the planets, which presumably 
originated from the solar mass, are all varied 
expressions of solar energy, differentiating it 
according to their positions in the zodiac and 
the houses, and conditioning its release and 
distribution according to their complex inter- 
relationships at every moment. These com- 
plex inter-relationships make up the Chord 
of life’s functional activities in the solar sys- 
tem as a whole seen from the earth. It is 
projected symbolically in an astrological chart 
as the “planetary pattern”; that is, the sum- 
total of all aspects between all planets. 

This planetary pattern is the operative 
formula revealing the activity of all organs 
within the living whole, body and personal- 
ity. The modern physician tries to determine 
such a formula of organic functioning when 
he gives his patient the many tests and ex- 
aminations of contemporary medicine. He is 
particularly eager nowadays to discover the 
manner in which the several endocrine glands 


operate in relation to each other. Each se- 
cretes its potent chemicals into the blood- 
stream which becomes like a living chord 
whose tones would be the chemical vibrations 
of all the hormones (glandular secretions). 
This “living chord” is a very real thing, even 
if we do not know yet how to hear it; it 
changes constantly though it is centered 
around some kind of fundamental or tonic, 
which is the root-tone of the individual or- 
ganism. 

In one sense this central tone is the 
tone of the self in the body, the central power 
of integration which keeps the organism 
whole. In another sense it is the synthetic 
resonance of the organic whole, the seed- 
tone which is the spiritual consummation of 
the lives of every cell and organ in the organ- 
ism. The One-in-the-beginning and the 
Wholeness-of-the-perfected-whole at the last 
moment of any cycle are eventually the same. 
Between beginning and end we witness the 
process of constant transformation which is 
life. The planetary pattern is an abstract and 
symbolic representation of this process at ev- 
ery moment of life. It is indeed the Chord 
of Life. 

It can be understood only as a whole. Every 
astrological factor must be understood in re- 
lation to the whole of which it is a part. A 
sign of the zodiac has no significance except 
it be as a phase of the solar cycle. The real 
meaning of a house will ever escape the stu- 
dent who does not understand first the total 
meaning of the “dial of houses” (as I have 
called it). No aspect between two planets can 
truly be understood unless the planetary pat- 
tern be interpreted as a whole (the solar 
system)—difficult as this may be. 

The circle of zodiacal signs and the dial of 
houses are constant wholes in ordinary as- 
trology, because they are only frame-works, 
abstract differentiations of time or space; the 
actual significance of their twelve sections 
being determined mostly by the meaning of 
the yearly or daily motions of the Sun. But 
the solar system and the planetary pattern 
(its astrological projection on a chart in refer- 
ence to the earth) are ever changing wholes 
because they are dynamic factors. They rep- 
resent the totality of the actual operations of 
life. And life, while it is equilibrated in the 
whole, is a state of perpetual disequilibrium 
in every part of that whole. 

It is this fact which is represented by the 
theory. of planetary aspects. If we identify ab- 
stractly ten basic planetary factors (to which 
secondary ones are added) with ten basic 
organic functions in the total human being

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Ancient Constellations and 
Modern Galaxies 


Part I

es of the greatest weaknesses of 
modern astrology, as a system of thought, 
is that it accepts traditional concepts as 
its foundation without probing into the 
vital meaning which these concepts had for 
the ancient races who originated them. 
Granted that we know very little indeed 
concerning the ancient Chaldeans, who may 
be the fathers of astrology, we can never- 
theless realize to a considerable extent the 
nature of their observations and of the 
type of inferences and_ generalizations 
which their archaic minds drew. Certain 
phases of thought can be traced, which 
parallel in other fields astrological specu- 
lations and the historical transformations 
of the astrological outlook. 

Such parallelisms are most revealing in- 
deed and I shall discuss briefly in the fol- 
lowing pages one of the most significant. 
This should enable us to get better at the 
root of- the general confusion between the 
meaning of the signs of the Zodiac and 
that of the Constellations, When this is 
done the field will be much clearer for a re- 
interpretation of the idea of Constellations 
in a world ruled by modern astronomical 
concepts. The signs of the Zodiac, as 30- 
degree segments of the ecliptic, are as valid 
today in astrology as they ever were; but 
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Constellations, as actual groupings of stars, 
have lost most of their traditional signifi- 
cance. They may however receive a new 
meaning in terms of the enlarged vision of 
the universe which modern astronomy pre- 
sents. 

Much of what immediately follows has 
been mentioned or hinted at in my recent 
article in the American Journal of As- 
trology (Spring 1937), “Considerations on 
the Meaning of the Constellations.” But I 
am attempting here to present the subject 
in a more definite way, stressing particu- 
larly the parallelism between the develop- 
ment of astrological and musical concepts 
during a critical period of human history 
—the Greek period, from which the names 
and concepts used in present-day astrology 
are derived. 

I shall merely recall the fact that in an- 
cient astrology the concept of Constellation 
was inseparably linked to that of “Celestial 
Hierarchy”—the twelve Zodiacal Constel- 
lations being the outer symbols or dwelling 
places of the twelve great creative Hier- 
archies of Cosmic Builders who were con- 
sidered as responsible for the formation of 
the visible universe, and also of man’s body 
and soul. Archaic astrology was essentially 
a mythological cosmology; and therefore 
just as planets were personified as gods, so 
Constellations were personified as creative 
Hierarchies—Hosts of spiritual Intelli- 
gences who in their totality constitu ed the 
Universal Mind, the active power of the 
Great Architect of the Universe still rever- 
enced by all true Masons. 

The problem is to differentiate the two 
concepts, sign and Constellation, and to 
show how a confusion arose at a certain 
time between the two. We easily forget— 
and the Greeks may have forgotten during 
their classical era—that because the Zodi- 
acal sign Aries is by definition the first 
Zodiacal sign (as constituting the first 30 
degrees of space of the ecliptic after the 
passage of the sun from southern to north- 
ern declination) it does not follow that the 
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Constellation Aries is necessarily to be 
counted, or was originally counted, as the 
first Constellation. 

This would be evident if the Constella- 
tions had received their original names 
centuries before the fixed and 30-degree 
signs were devised by the rational and 
intellectual genius of the Greeks. The 
Constellations do not occupy each an 
exact space of 30-degrees longitude; they 
never did, The Chaldeans, or  prae- 
Chaldeans, who presumably were the first 
to give them names and significances, had 
not the Greek attitude to life, according to 
which things were to have strict and accu- 
rate measures. Here again our troubles come 
from the fact that we, moderns, are so in- 
tellectually biased in our approach to the 
world of human mentality before the 
Greeks. 

The same situation has occurred in rela- 
tion to music. Originally musical tones 
were closely connected with such instru- 
ments as flutes, lyres or any kind of pipes 
and stringed instruments. That is to say, 
series of tones were connected entirely with 
the way they were actually and concretely 
produced on the instruments themselves. 
The boring of holes in pipes, the length of 
strings, the rather indefinite manner of 
stretching the latter—all such purely con- 
crete factors gave a largely empirical basis 
to music. Vocal music was sung in unison, 
yet with various-kinds of more or less free 
variations. The quality and occult potency 
of the vocal tones were very dominant fac- 
tors. Music was vitalistic, magical, made to 
produce certain definite biological or super- 
biological manifestations. It remembered 
still its origins in the animal cries; in those 
vocal expressions which are the direct and 
instinctual expression of the life-force, 
whether it be thwarted or intensified in its 
outflow. Another type of music was con- 
ventionalized and heightened speech, related 
always to the magical recitation or intona- 
tion of “sacred words” having power over 
living things and instincts. But even there 
we can trace a music to animal cries; for 
vowels and consonants are after all at first 
the modulated cries of the human animal. 

From these animal cries, from these 
“words of power” we can pass easily to the 
Zodiac—which was indeed etymologically 
the circle of celestial animals. What the 
ancients saw in the skies as Constellations 
were magnified cosmic symbols of the ani- 
mal life which surrounded them. The very 
qualities of animal lives which played a sig- 
nificant part in their lives were transferred 
to the heavens. Later, human qualities were 


added and heroes and heroines who had had 
intense and usually tragic lives on earth 
were made into Constellations. But that was 
probably already under the later Greek in- 
fluence under which all nature became more 
or less humanized and rationalized. 

Coming back to archaic music, we find 
that it had practically none of those formal 
and rational features—such as definite in- 
tervals and scales—which today, and in a 
sense, ever since Pythagoras, have become 
the very structure or even substance of 
music. It was only with Pythagoras and his 
followers that the rationalization of music 
occurred definitely—at least in the West. 
It became a system of ordered measure- 
ments, a patterning of abstract and rational 
proportions. Its aim became essentially 
ethical. It was to help men to cultivate 
virtue and moderation in all things. It be- 
came not only rational but systematic and 
rigid. 

Then definite scales were introduced by 
theorists of the Pythagorean schools, and 
the instrumentalists or singers, who either 
were instinctive in their musical expressions 
or followed the old magical tradition from 
father to son, found themselves at war with 
these theorists. The latter, however, had the 
power of clear thinking with them. They 
had official schools; wrote treatises and 
linked themselves with the new movements 
of thought of these post-Pythagorean and 
prae-Platonic days, i.e. the sixth and fifth 
centuries, B. C. What happened was that 
the names coined by the theorists became a 
matter of common practice; yet many of the 
old instrumentalists and their descendants, 
while using the names perfunctorily, still 
kept to the archaic semi-freedom or irra- 
tionality of their ancestors. 

The instruments—especially the many- 
stringed instruments and the old flutes— 
remained tuned to the old systems of 
natural intonation which had quite spon- 
taneously originated in the simplest possible 
divisions of pipes and strings. Yet, when 
the musicians tried to appear learned and 
talked about modes, intervals, notes and the 
like, they had to use the terms coined by, 
or at least standardized by the Pythagor- 
eans. The result was a deep-seated con- 
fusion; a queer situation in which practice 
often meant one thing and theory another. 
This state of affairs lasted really through- 
out the Middle Ages. Some of the great 
crises of musical development in Europe 
were due to this old confusion, then being 
caused by the worship of only half-under- 
stood Greek theories only half-intelligently 
recorded by latter-day Pythagoreans in 
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Rome—a worship to which the freer in- 
fluence of Irish and Arabic music was op- 
posed. 

This long story made very short may 
enable us to understand what happened to 
Constellations and signs of the Zodiac. The 
original factors were the Constellations. 
They had very indefinite boundaries and 
were completely identified with Creative 
Hierarchies. They were magical Entities of 
the celestial realms. When the Greek ration- 
alistic movement came, or rather when as- 
trology spread to Greece from Asia Minor 
and Syria around the fifth or fourth cen- 
turies, this astrology had also to become 
rationalized. The process was perhaps a 
rather slow one, because astrology being 
such a sacred subject was strongly subject 
to traditions. Yet, in Alexandria if not 
before, the new ideals of precise measure- 
ment became imposed upon astrology and 
very likely the signs of the zodiac, as equal 
segments of the yearly path of the Sun in 
the midst of the Fixed Stars, were set and 
given definitely names, which obviously had 
been in circulation more or less for genera- 
tions. 

It is of course quite impossible to decide 
the exact time at which this codification of 
signs of the zodiac occurred. Things of that 
nature crystallize over ‘periods of years. It 
may very well be that Hipparchus (around 
150 B.C.) had a large part in the codifica- 
tion. It may be that the astrologers who 
claim that the Constellations and the signs 
of the Zodiac coincided just about that time 
are correct. I believe so for somewhat differ- 
ent reasons, especially because in about 137 
B.C. the great star Regulus was located 
exactly at 120° longitude from the vernal 
equinox; that is at 0° of the sign Leo. Also 
there has been a persistent tradition ac- 
cording to which the birth of the Christ 
occurred before 100 B.C. Whether it means 
the birth of the man, Jesus, is not at all 
certain, But it might mean more accurately 
and more occultly the birth of an epoch of 
which Christ is esoterically the Alpha—the 
First Point. 

What is being postulated, in other words, 
is that at the time that Regulus was found 
120 degrees away from the vernal equinox, 
a general codification of the stars on the 
ecliptic was attempted. The Constellations 
throughout the skies may have been in- 
volved in the process, though this is not so 
apparent and it may not have interested so 
much the rational Greeks of the period. 

The ecliptic became divided into twelve 
equal sections of 30 degrees each, beginning 


with the vernal equinox. As the Constella- 
tion Aries happened to be then on or near 
the vernal equinox, that entire first 30-de- 
gree section (i.e. zodiacal sign) was given 
the name Aries; the second section, Taurus 
—etc. 

Where we probably make a mistake is 
in assuming that Aries as a Constellation 
had always been considered the first Con- 
stellation of the Circle of Constellations- 
Hierarchies. The Greeks of Hipparchus’ 
time quite certainly turned their back 
against such archaic concepts as those of 
Constellations-Hierarchies. All they were 
intent upon was to provide a rational sys- 
tem of celestial measurements of the motion 
of the Sun first, and of the planets subse- 
quently. The series of twelve equal zodiacal 
signs provided the necessary framework. 


The names used had undoubtedly been 
long in use; but likewise the Pythagorean 
musical theorists used old names to describe 
their new rational and rigid scales and 
modes. Their work was one of rationalizing 
the archaic magical and vitalistic ideas and 
of making of them a well-knit intellectual 
system. What we call the Ptolemaic world- 
system was the last word in such a codifica- 
tion. It represents the work of the 
Alexandrian minds upon the archaic stellar- 
magical wisdom of the preceding millenia; 
just as the musical treatises of the Roman 
Pythagorean theorist, Boetius, represents 
an attempt at codifying as best he could 
(and that was not much!) the old tradi- 
tions seen through a rigid and not well 
understood Pythagorean rationalism. 


I believe—though I have no very con- 
clusive proof to bring forth for my point, 
and probably none exists any more con- 
clusive against it—that the star Regulus, 
located very close to the ecliptic, can well 
be considered as the very fountain-head 
of the circle of Constellations-Hierarchies. 
It was the symbol of the Celestial King or 
Emperor, as a Solar Ruler. It is the very 
symbol of the Christ, as the solar Initiate- 
King at the level of the Soul: the Lion 
of Judah. 


In the middle of the ninth millennium 
B.C. Regulus was in conjunction with the 
Sun at the vernal equinox—which very 
likely was an important.time for mankind. 
The period corresponds roughly with the 
date which I gave in “Astrology of Per- 
sonality” (p. 527) as being that of the be- 
ginning of a 10,000 year cycle which closed 
with the XIXth century. It may be the time 
of the sinking of the fabled Poseidonis, the 
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last part of Atlantis beyond the Straits of 
Gibraltar. 

In the middle of the ninth millennium A.D. 
Regulus will be in conjunction with the 
Sun at Sagittarius 0°. Thus a third period 
will begin; if we divide the total zodiacal 
cycle in three periods, beginning respec- 
tively with the zodiacal signs Aries, Leo 
and Sagittarius. It would be much less con- 
fusing if we would say that when Regulus 
is located in longitudes 0°, 120° and 240° 
new impulses are given to our human world. 

The first impulse energizes the natural, 
earthly, physiological realm. Regulus vital- 
izes the Sun as the Sun is stirring seeds into 
giving birth to physical vegetation. It is 
the realm of bodies. 

The second impulse energizes the psycho- 
mental and creative realm of human con- 
sciousness. Regulus vitalizes then the Sun as 
the Sun is developing the seed within the 
fully matured plant. This is the realm of 
Tone. 

The third impulse energizes the spiritual 
search and realizations of man’s soul;—the 
realm of Light. Regulus vitalizes the Sun 
at the time of preparation for the consecra- 
tion of the seed. A transcendental cycle. 

These three impulses correspond to the 
three great “Fires,” about which a good 
deal is written in such books as H. P. Bla- 
vatsky’s “Secret Doctrine” and Alice 
Bailey’s “Treatise on Cosmic Fire.” They 
represent the three basic modes of activities 
of the universal Life-force. They are named 
“Electric Fire,” “Solar Fire” and “Fire by 
Friction.” They operate at three different 
levels, which can be described in man as 
physiological, psycho-mental and spiritual. 

This threefold division of the Life-force 
is shown in astrological symbolism by the 
classification of three “fire signs”, three 
“earth signs,” three “air signs” and three 
“water signs.” Only, I believe that such a 
division does not basically apply to zodiacal 
signs; but was originally applied to the Con- 
stellations. On the other hand the fourfold 


scheme of equinoctial and solsticial signs,—. 


that is, of cardinal, fixed and common signs 
—is rigidly connected with the signs; not 
with the Constellations. Values became 
hopelessly mixed when the old magical ideas 
and the new systems of rationalistic meas- 
urement became confused—as we have al- 
ready seen. 

Fire, earth, air and water are modes of 
vital expression of Life in manifestation. 
They refer to the successive transformations 
of the original impulse (Fire) adapting it- 
self to a substantial vehicle (Earth), estab- 


lishing a rhythm of integrated activity with 
it (Air) and providing the condition for the 
creative formation of the seed of life at the 
next higher level (Water). They refer to 
four essential types of Constellations-Hier- 
archies, manifesting at three levels. 

On the contrary, the classification into 
cardinal, fixed and common signs is derived 
from the four-fold scheme of equinoxes and 
solstice which has nothing whatsoever to do 
with Constellations, but is purely an ex- 
pression of the relationship of the earth’s 
equator to the path of the Sun (ecliptic). 
The two planes intersect and the line of 
solar declination zero and that of maximum 
solar declination generate respectively the 
equinoxes and the solstices. The signs of the 
zodiac today are significant merely in terms 
of the earth’s orbit—or, let us say, in terms 
of the relationship between the plane of 
axial rotation and the plane of orbital 
revolution of the earth. And in the Ptole- 
maic system they established the structure 
of solar and seasonal changes in terms 
of the Northward and Southward declina- 
tional motion of the Sun. 

Much confusion in astrological interpre- 
tation would be avoided if this fundamental 
difference between the so-called “triplicities” 
(fire, earth, air, water) and the quadrature 
of. equinoctial and solsticial signs were rec- 
ognized. The former deal with Constella- 
tions, vital Powers of the cosmic organism 
controlling or guiding the development of 
the human organism from within. The latter 
refer to the yearly rhythm of earthly sea- 
sons which establishes the outer environ- 
ment in which man’s earthly nature unfolds, 
year in year out. 

It is not my purpose to study in detail 
such matters. I wish to state once more 
however that the old system of Constella- 
tions, before the Greek revision of values, 
was not based on intellectual rational valu- 
ations. The Greek system of equal-size 
Signs of the zodiac is on the other hand a 
purely rationalistic concept. 

The organization of the Skies into Con- 
stellations was an attempt at revealing the 
nature of the “greater cosmic whole” of 
which our solar system is but an atom. The 
zodiac of signs was a system of measure- 
ment based on abstract numbers and on the 
concept of interval. 

Here again I could show how exact the 
parallel is between the Pythagorean musical 
scale based on a series of equal intervals— 
the 12 fifths, which constitute a not quite 
exact cycle of seven octaves—, and the 
zodiac of twelve 30-degree signs which do 
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not constitute either an exactly close cycle 
because of the “precession of the equinoxes”. 
The analogy is so exact between the astro- 
logical and the musical systems that there 
can hardly be any doubt that both originate 
from the same source. That source may be 
Pythagoras—or whatever Brotherhood was 
operating through him and his disciples. 


At any rate we can trace the abstract 
spirit, which left its mark upon the finest 
period of Greek civilization, in the deter- 
mination of the astronomical-astrological 
system to which Ptolemy was to give later 
on the final form under which it has come 
to us. This abstract and ethical spirit came 
also before the Christian era to China; and 
we find it thoroughly integrated in the 
tightly interwoven systems of Chinese class- 
ical music and astrology. But that spirit 
was not found in the archaic Constellations- 
Hierarchies. It is not merely that the “pre- 
cession of the equinoxes” motion has intro- 
duced a discrepancy between Constellations 
and zodiacal signs. The difference between 
the two is much more fundamental. It is 
the difference between Pleromas (Hosts of 
celestial entities constituting a fulness of 
cosmic being) and a neat scheme of division 
of the year into four seasons and twelve 
months (or zodiacal signs). 


Likewise archaic magical music was made 
of Tones, potent with all-compelling vitality, 
vibrant entities that were direct expressions 
of animal instincts or celestial Powers;— 
whereas the later Greek music and still 
more our classical European music are 
made of Intervals, that is, of abstract rela- 
tions, proportions, patterns more or less 
deprived of vital substance, but of course 
highly significant rationally. The difference 
between the archaic Constellations and the 
Alexandrian or European zodiacal signs is 
the same which exists between magical 
Tones and classical scales, between a sacred 
Mantram (incantation of ancient Chaldea 
or India) and a fugue of Bach. 

I must refer the reader particularly inter- 
ested in such matters to my mimeographed 
course “Liberation through Sound,” in 
which I have studied the basic proportions 
underlying all known and basic systems of 
music and their cosmic and human signifi- 
cance. I may merely add that while the 
intellectual scales (or zodiacal signs) were 
founded upon geometrical progressions 
(giving equal relations or intervals) the 
magical sequences of Tones (or Constella- 
tions) were founded more or less instinc- 
tively upon arithmetical progressions (based 
on repetition of equal impulses). The subject 


is a vast one, but an understanding of it 
paves the way to nearly boundless vistas 
transforming the world-viewpoint of him 
who contemplates them. 


The point which is now of main interest 
to us is that, with the vision of the universe 
displayed before our mind’s eye by the most 
modern astronomy, we are able to appre- 
ciate much better the archaic scheme of 
Constellations, The signs of the zodiac are 
of course easily defined as segments of the 
orbit of the earth as it revolves around the 
Sun. They provide a convenient system of 
reference for the measurement of celestial 
longitude especially within the boundaries 
of the solar system. As for the Constella- 
tions, they reappear in a somewhat new 
role. They constitute in their totality a 
“local system of stars” (to which our Sun 
belongs) within the Galaxy, or Milky Way. 

The picture of the Galaxy presented by 
astronomy (for instance in a booklet by 
J. S. Plaskett, “The Dimensions and Struc- 
ture of the Galaxy” (1935) from which I 
shall quote), is remarkably in accord with 
the cosmic visions of the Initiates and Seers 
of olden days. Its main feature is a great 
flattened disk of stars, irregularly dis- 
tributed in groups or clusters, but probably 
with a general underlying field of stars and 
with a possible spiral arrangement. This 
disk is maintained in its flattened form by 
the rotation of the entire mass. It is 
strongly condensed toward the galactic 
plane and is approximately circular in out- 
line. It has an effective diameter of nearly 
100,000 light-years (a light-year being the 
distance traveled by light in one year, 
nearly 6 million million miles)—with scat- 
tered stars extending to perhaps 16,000 light- 
years outside the effective boundaries. Its 
thickness is from about 4,000 to 5,000 light 
years except at the center where there is 
probably a great spheroidal enlargement 
some 16,000 light-years in thickness. 

The members of this discoidal system 
move in nearly circular orbits about the 
center of mass. They include stars and star- 
clouds, bright and dark diffuse nebulae, 
Cepheids stars, giant and super-giant stars 
and novae, and globular clusters especially 
well defined at the periphery. There is also 
a substratum of diffuse absorbing matter 
of extreme tenuity, which tends to con- 
dense irregularly into dark nebulosities. 

Our Sun (and its system of planets) ap- 
pears to be part of a star-cluster or “local 
system” which is somewhat off-center not 
very far from the edge of the total Galaxy. 
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The plane of this local system is inclined 
about 12° upon the main plane of the 
Galaxy as a whole. The geometrical center 
of the Galaxy is to be found about 327° of 
galactic longitude, which is in the direction 
of the constellation Sagittarius at a point 
where the star clouds of the Milky Way are 
the richest, and probably hidden by a well 
defined dark nebulosity. The center of our 
local cluster is said to be 240° of galactic 
longitude; the latter being reckoned from 
the ascending node of the galactic plane 
on the equator. 

The number of stars in the Galaxy is 
probably above 100,000 millions; perhaps as 
high as 200,000 millions. The total mass of 
all these stars constitute probably only half 
of the total mass of the Galaxy, the other 
half being made up by diffuse matter. The 
stars move at different velocities according 
as they are closer to or farther from the 
hub of the gigantic wheel that is the Galaxy. 
But the Galaxy as a whole rotates like a 
“Wheel of Fire.” It was described in these 
very terms by ancient Seers. Suns were 
said to be “sparks from the Great Wheel”— 
and the general process of condensation of 
the primordial space-filling gaseous sub- 
stance into globular nebulae, becoming ever 
more flattened and disc-like as ages roll by, 
was given in ancient occult books very much 
as in the very most recent astronomical 
ones. 

Our solar system accomplishes a complete 
galactic revolution in about 224 million 
years, at a speed of about 275 kilometers 
(close to 160 miles) per second. These 
values seem to be the latest available. They 
have been revised downward since it was 
realized that the Galaxy was filled with 
extremely tenuous diffuse matter and that 
its size was not as large as at first 
estimated. 

The Galaxy is only one out of millions of 
similar nebulae, or “island universes.” 
Eddington estimates their total number, in 
the finite yet expanding universe of Ein- 
stein’s and especially Lemaitre’s theories, to 
be ten million millions. But only about two 
millions have been actually seen so far by 
the largest telescope (Sir James Jeans: “The 
Stars in their Course”), separated from 
each other by the almost incredible distance 
of an average two million light-years. The 
nearest of these “island universes”—M33 
in the constellation Triangulum—is about 
850,000 light-years away, 40 times as re- 
mote as the nearest of the globular star- 
clusters which map out the confines of the 
Galaxy. 


Another “island universe” the next in 
proximity to our own is the nebula in 
Andromeda which is located at a distance 
of 900,000 light-years. It is of special in- 
terest, not only because of the great beauty 
of its picture when magnified by the largest 
telescopes, but because the picture shows 
most plainly its structure as a “Wheel of 
Fire.” The central region, or hub, is ap- 
parently a huge mass or cloud of gas. 
Whether it is to become condensed in time 
into a star or stars is conjectural; though 
this seems to be the expected process, judg- 
ing from the structure displayed by other 
nebulae of “greater age.” 

The great nebula in Andromeda seems to 
give us a good likeness of what our own 
Galaxy must look like. The latter is some- 
what larger in size than the former, both 
being much above the average size of the 
“island universes”’—believed to be usually 
about only one tenth of the size of our 
Galaxy. It seems improbable that there 
should be a “central super-Star” at the hub 
of the latter. It is more likely that the hosts 
of stars and star-clusters forming the 
Galaxy hold one another by their own gravi- 
tational pull and their speed of rotation. 
We have a similar situation in the binary 
systems of stars, where instead of there 
being a sun surrounded by planets, we find 
two suns moving through space together, 
each describing an orbit round the other; 
or rather both revolving about some point 
between them which is the center of gravity 
of their joint mass, 

An understanding of such matters will 
in time enable the astrologer of the future 
to give a comprehensive astrological inter- 
pretation of those factors of the universe 
which are found outside of the boundaries 
of the solar system, The Ancients referred 
to these outside realms as the “realm of the 
Fixed Stars” encompassing the Constella- 
tions and the Milky Way. The modern 
astrologer studying not only the solar sys- 
tem as a structural whole, but the struc- 
tural relationship of our Sun to the other 
stars constituting 1) our local star-system, 
and 2) the Galaxy as a whole, will reach 
depths of interpretation which will far 
transcend the cosmogonical revelations of 
the old Chaldean seers. 

Such an expansion of viewpoint will ac- 
curately represent the expansion of the 
human mind and understanding characteris- 
tic of. the new age. It will also symbolize 
the progressive universalization of man’s 
consciousness caused by the breaking down 
of national and religious walls and the 
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establishment of a world-state and a sense 
of planetary responsibility. The achieve- 
ment of planetary consciousness will need 
to be interpreted astrologically by an un- 
derstanding of the structure of the Galaxy 
and of the revolution of our Sun around its 
vast galactic orbit through a cycle of over 
200 million years. A re-interpretation of the 
meaning of “Fixed Stars” and Constella- 
tions is the first step. It may be too soon 
as yet to take such a step with an expecta- 
tion of reaching anything like the end of 
the move. It may be that the new giant 
telescope being built in Southern California 
will unfold to us many stellar vistas which 
will enable us to grasp more accurately the 
details of the structure of the Galaxy. 
Nevertheless a few general facts are al- 
ready available, which should enable us at 
least to situate our problem.

Twentieth Century Astrology

we will see that the relationship between these 
functions is always in a condition of change. 
There are times when two functions become 
definitely correlated to initiate or complete a 
definite biopsychological process. These two 
functions are always related in a more or less 
indistinct way within the organic whole, but 
at some times their relationship becomes par- 
ticularly significant and active. Something 
occurs as a: result of it. 

Aspects between planets operate on the 
same basis. There are no times when two 
planets are not related as parts of the whole 
planetary pattern—because at all times they 
are within the entire solar system. So two 
planets are always in relationship. They be- 
come in particularly significant relationship 
when their angular distance measures to cer- 
tain values. They then form “aspects.” 


It should be clear that Mars and Jupiter are 
just as related when they are separated by 
100° as they are when they are separated by 
120°. But when this relationship comes to 
measure in the vicinity of 120° the quality of 
it takes on a particular significance and leads 
to more easily recognized and definable types 
of results. Nothing else is meant by the fact 
that two planets form a trine aspect. And it 
is because of this that the measure of every 
aspect is very elastic. The exact trine is 120°; 
but two planets can be said to form a trine 
when separated by 110° or 130°. This means 


allowing a “ten degree orb” on either side of 
the exact configuration. In many cases less 
extensive orbs should be used in ordinary 
practice; but viewed from a larger point of 
view and for the purpose of a special type 
of analysis, the orbs of aspects can be ex- 
tended so that practically every distance be- 
tween any two planets can be interpreted as 
an aspect. We shall discuss the technique for 
such a procedure at a later stage of our study 
of planetary aspects. 

The question of whether wide or narrow 
orbs are to be allowed for, that is of whether 
two planets may be considered in trine already 
when 110° apart or only when 115° apart, is 
purely a practical one depending on the re- 
sults one looks for and the type of interpreta- 
tion one uses. In any case (at least in natal 
astrology, when birth-charts are studied) the 
fact remains that it is not their being in as- 
pect to some other planet which makes two 
planets active in a chart. Planets are just as 
active whether aspected or not, well aspected 
or ill aspected. 

Aspects do not make planets more or less 
active; they give a special quality to that 
activity. It may be an extraverted or an 
introverted, a constructive or a destructive 
activity; all according to the nature of the 
aspects, of the planets aspected and of the 
sign and houses in which they are located. 
We also shall see later on that an aspect lack- 
ing 2 degrees to be exact is not necessarily 
“stronger” than an aspect lacking say 6 or 7 
degrees—this at any rate when natal charts 
are considered; when progressions are studied, 
or horary charts, an entirely different type of 
condition is prevailing. 

To sum up: Planets represent the factor of 
organic, physiological and psychological activ- 
ity. They are life differentiated and operating 
in several typical ways or modes. The balance 
and total character of all these modes of life- 
activity is seen abstractly in the planetary 
pattern—the sum-total of all planetary re- 
lationships within the solar system. This plan- 
etary pattern typifies the living entity born 
under it. It is the blue-print of its particular 
and individual way of acting and reacting as 
an organic whole. Aspects, within this plan- 
etary pattern, denote periods when the re- 
lationship between two planets becomes 
endowed with characteristic qualities or 
attributes manifesting in definite ways.

The faces of the men were what Rupert 
thought of as “archetypal”—noble, compas- 
sionate, powerful, and all concentrating with- 
out fluctuating on some hidden and momen- 
tous purpose.

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Modern Study 
of the Solar System

| the leading differences be- 
tween planets and comets, we have: (1) 
Comets are huge aggregations or swarms of 
low density, of small, separate particles very 
loosely packed together, moving in interplan- 
etary space, while planets are dense bodies, 
continuous in structure; (2) comets have ir- 
regular and changing forms, but in planets 
the diameters are unvarying, and they are 
of spheroidal shape; (3) comets shine partly 
by their own light and partly by reflected 
light from the sun; planets shine by reflected 
light only; (4) the quantity of matter in 
comets is so small as not to be observable by 
gravitational effect upon other objects, where- 
as planets’ masses are large enough to be 
measured by these effects; (5) most comets’ 
orbits are elongated ellipses, nearly parabolic, 
but those of planets, while elliptical, are 
nearly circular; (6) the direction of revolu- 
tion in orbit of comets may be either direct 
(the same as the earth) or retrograde, many 
comets being known traveling in each direc- 
tion, but the planets, including over 1,300 
asteroids, all move in one direction; (7) the 
orbit planes of comets make all angles with 
the ecliptic plane; the planets—especially the 
major planets—however, revolve in nearly the 
same plane. 

The nature of comets is thus allied to that 
of meteors; in fact the component parts of 
comets are meteor-like bodies. We do not 
know how large these particles are. It is 
probable that the nucleus is made up of a 
mass of separate solid parts, and is not a 
single mass; for in several comets the nuclei 
have been seen to break up, and often change 
shape. If it were one single mass it could not 
be so easily disrupted. The coma is likely 
composed partly of gaseous molecules and 
dust, and the tail also. In the coma and tail 
the size of the particles is smaller, authorities 
supposing the size of the average particle of 
a comet to be of the order of % inch in

diameter. This is not merely a guess, be- 
cause if the size were much smaller, it is 
known that radiation pressure of sunlight 
upon the particles would be a larger propor- 
tion of the sun’s attraction than it is, and 
there would be more effect on the orbit than 
is found. 

The spectroscope has been used on comets 
to analyze the light and determine the con- 
stituents. The spectra are found to be com- 
plex. When the comets are far from the sun, 
the spectra are continuous, signifying that the 
light is then due entirely to reflected sun- 
light. But upon approaching the sun the 
comet shows increasingly bright bands in the 
spectrum. These bands indicate that the 
comet is self-luminous. When the spectrum 
is sufficiently bright, the lines of the solar 
spectrum are also in evidence upon the con- 
tinuous background. The brightest bands are 
due to hydrocarbon compounds. Also evident 
in the spectra of the comet heads is a com- 
pound of carbon and nitrogen called cyano- 
gen. Yellow sodium lines are often found 
when a comet comes close to the sun. In 
some cases, like that of the daylight comet 
1910a, these lines were so prominent that the 
color of the comet was particularly yellowish. 
In 1927 a bright comet—Skjellerup’s—was 
noted for its deep yellow color which formed 
a contrast to the blue sky and allowed ob- 
servation in daylight. Why are comets partly 
self-luminous? No clear answer is known, 
but in some way the sun’s radiation energy 
is absorbed by the body and emitted again 
entirely in the particular wave-lengths seen 
in their spectra. 

It seems unusual that a comet can be col- 
ored. Most of them appear silver-gray, but 
the comet of 1811 presented a reddish nucleus, 
with’a coma that was distinctly blwe-green; 
outside this was a bright zone, narrow and 
semicircular, surrounding the head on the 
sunward side, of a decided yellow. It is re- 
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corded that in 1217 Pingré reported blue ones 
seen; in the comet of 1555, the “rays shone 
like gold.” In 1456 there were two comets 
described as “terrible, and of a blackish hue.” 
It is rather inconceivable how this could be. 
In the following year there was one of a 
livid, dusky color, very much like lead. Back 
in 662, according to Arago, there shone a 
beautiful red comet. Again, in 1545, a comet 
appeared whose coma assumed the color of 
blood; it “burned several days, paled, and 
disappeared.” Our more recent Coggia’s 
comet of 1877 had a nucleus of yellow-green, 
with tail reddish by contrast. No doubt some 
of these colors are authentic, especially the 
more recent cases. 


OrIcIN oF CoMETS 

The origin of comets is very obscure. As- 
tronomers do not know where they come 
from. Here are some of the ideas held by 
leading men. Dr. Crommelin believes that 
those whose perihelia are small originated in 
the sun itself—were driven off by prodigious 
repulsive forces seen in the prominences, 
those vast clouds of gases rising from the 
sun’s atmosphere and going to heights of 
thousands of miles in a few hours. 

This does not explain the origin of comets 
of large perihelia. It is suggested by Crom- 
melin and Proctor that they may have been 
expelled from some of the giant planets. 
Peculiar spots seen on Jupiter lead to the 
idea; it would be a kind of volcanic action, 
in which enormous speed of material would 
have to be attained, so that the comet could 
overcome surface gravity on the planet, and 
escape. To be exact, the object could leave 
Jupiter’s surface only if it were ejected with 
a speed of about 36 miles per second, which 
is unconscionably high for volcanic action; 
but this velocity of escape must be high, for 
Jupiter is so huge that its gravity attracts 
all objects at the surface 2.6 times as much 
as the earth does. 

Chamberlin thought that the bodies were 
thrown off from the sun with high speed, 
as gases of the metals, and of hydrogen and 
other elements; these gases were supposed to 
condense into solid matter (“chondrulites’”), 
on account of their internal expansion and 
radiation of heat, and they would collect 
into swarms by mutual attraction as they 
went out to planetary distances away from 
the sun. Eventually they would grow enough 
by accretion, so that they would possess suffi- 
cient gravitation to overpower the force of 
outward propulsion, and to cause them to 
return to the vicinity of the sun and circle 





around it in a long, elliptical orbit. The 
swarms themselves would be the nuclei of 
comets. This hypothesis accounts for various 
phenomena, but we do not surely know of 
any such bodies (chondrulites) having been 
ejected from the sun. 

Some astronomers have thought that comets 
came into our solar system from the depths 
of space, far outside the domain of the planets, 
Schiaparelli held that they formed a current 
moving along with the sun. Chambers de- 
cided that they are either visitors by chance, 
wandering in space, and occasionally captured 
by our planets or sun, to move around that 
star indefinitely, or else aggregations pos- 
sibly of primitive matter left lying around 
in space to be picked up, as Chambers says. 

The irretrievahle loss of substance of com- 
ets from each perihelion passage seems to be 
a serious trouble in attributing the origin of 
the planets and comets to the same source, 
Dr. Bobrovnikoff has thus been led to con- 
sider other sources. He claims that there is 
no fresh supply of comets coming from the 
depths of space, and that no new ones are 
being formed in any way or gathered up. 
Our supply is gradually thinning out by dis- 
integration from tidal pull and gravitational 
disturbances upon close approach to planets 
and the sun. He says that comets break up 
so fast, astronomically speaking, that their 
age cannot exceed 1,000,000 years; that is; 
they have been in the solar system that long, 
or it is hard to conceive how they could have 
lasted longer than that. On the basis of 
this idea Bobrovnikoff thinks that our sun, 
about 1,000,000 years ago, while moving in 
space, must have come across great clouds of 
matter and captured the comets. Much nebu- 
losity in the direction in space from which 
the sun has been coming exists, especially 
in the region of Orion, so that it is con- 
ceivable that the sun may have picked up 
this material. However, these comets should 
go away from the sun about in the direction 
in which they had come. And their aphelion 
points ought to be found mostly in the direc- 
tion of approach of the nebulous material. 
But we do not find any such grouping of 
aphelion points, as they are distributed at 
random. Russell says, “Moreover, the present 
number of comets is so great—more than 
100,000—that this parent nebula must have 
been extraordinarily rich in condensation, for 
only those whose paths had led them close 
to the sun could have been retarded enough 
to be captured. All told, then, the comets 
remain one of the greatest enigmas of all.”

Lost CoMETs 


When the elements of a comet’s orbit have 
been determined, we feel sure that we know 
where it is any time, for we can construct 
an ephemeris and locate the position with 
accuracy, even if it be invisible by reason of 
remoteness. This principle is truer in the 
case of asteroids than of comets, for not many 
asteroids are lost when their orbital charac- 
teristics are known. With comets it is differ- 
ent for two reasons: (1) the orbits are often 
not as well known, and this is due partly to 
the fact that they are very elongated and 
the comet is carried to immense distances 
from the sun, and partly to the fact that 
observations of a comet are more inaccurate 
than those of asteroids on account of the 
larger size and diffuseness of image; hence 
the elements and ephemerides are not always 
sufficiently accurate; (2) comets are apt to 
suffer huge perturbations or disturbances in 
orbit, and sometimes a complete disintegra- 
tion, 


Certain comets which were once thought 
to be well known as to orbit have been lost, 
and one of the most notable of these is 
Lexell’s comet. It was discovered by Messier 
at Paris on June 14, 1770. Lexell calculated 
its return for 1776 but it was never found, 
even by the expert comet-hunter Messier. 
Lexell discovered that in 1767 this comet had 
passed very close to Jupiter, and it was de- 
cided that this giant planet influenced the 
comet’s orbit, changing the shape and the 
period. Other investigators took up the prob- 
lem and it was found that the comet had also 
come close to the same planet in 1779 and 
its orbit probably enlarged into one which 
has never been traced. 

Other comets are known to have mysteri- 
ously disappeared. Di Vico’s Comet of 1844, 
a naked-eye object, was calculated to have 
an elliptical orbit of about 542 years’ period, 
but it has never been seen since the first 
apparition. The non-appearance is held to 
be remarkable in view of the size and bright- 


ness. 
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Breta’s ComMeT AND COMETARY EVOLUTION 


One of the most singular histories among 
lost comets is that of Biela’s Comet. It was 
discovered on March 8, 1772 by Montaigne, 
but having only small instruments he was 
not able to observe it long. In 1805 Pons, a 
famous comet-hunter, and Bouvard discov- 
ered a comet that soon was visible to the un- 
aided eye. It was not identified at that time 
with Montaigne’s comet. On Feb. 27, 1826 an 
Austrian officer, Von Biela, in Bohemia, found 
a comet which no one suspected as having 
been seen twice before. Three computers 
found the orbit was elliptical and that the 
comet would return; one of these investigators 
set forth Nov. 27, 1832 as the next return. 
One of these (Olbers) called attention to the 
nearness of the comet’s approach to the 
earth’s orbit, the distance about 20,000 miles. 
But, he said, the earth would not pass that 
point of crossing of orbits until a month 
after the comet had passed by; so that while 
astronomers were at ease, the layman was not, 
but was much alarmed lest there be a col- 
lision with resulting disastrous effects to the 
earth. Here then was a “comet scare.” This 
comet came to perihelion within 12 hours of 
the predicted time! 

For the second later perihelion return, the 
date computed was Feb. 11, 1846. It was 
observed faintly in November and December, 
1845. The most unique part of the history 
of Biela’s Comet was the actual splitting in 
two which occurred almost under the eyes 
of the observers. The doubling was first no- 
ticed by Herrick and Bradley at Yale Ob- 
servatory on Dec. 29, 1845. At first the com- 
panion was a hazy spot just visible, but soon 
it increased faster in brightness than the 
main part. The companion grew more dis- 
tant from the others and became separated 
by 3’ of arc in February. Professor Challis 
at Cambridge, while busy with searching for 
the new planet [Neptune] also observed it, 
and could scarcely believe it was possible 
there were two comets where only one had 
been. 

Subsequent observations show that various 
changes took place with the two components. 
At one time the smaller companion, said 
Maury at Washington, “appears to have 
thrown a light arch of cometary matter from 
its head over to that of the other; and their 
tails stretching off below in the field [of the 
telescope] gives these two objects the singular 
and beautiful appearance of an arched way 
in the heavens, through which the stars are 
sometimes seen to pass.” 





At the apparition of 1852, Biela’s Comet 
was first picked up by Secchi in Rome. He 
found the companion, too, and described it as 
very faint, without a nucleus, and the main 
part differing in appearance from its former 
shape. The two components were now trav- 
eling about 1,500,000 miles apart, in similar 
orbits. As the return of 1859 was unfavorable 
for observation, it was not disappointing that 
it was not seen, but it was expected to be 
found in 1866, and was looked for with great 
diligence; but the search was in vain: it has 
never been seen since! 

It was announced by Weiss that the meteor 
swarm having its radiant in the constella- 
tion Andromeda and which has given rise to 
several showers since 1772 would return in 
1872 about Nov. 28. On Nov. 27 the predic- 
tion was fulfilled and these meteors are now 
known as the Bielids or the Andromedes. 
In Italy four observers saw over 33,000 me- 
teors in 6 hours. We have here an example 
of the complete disintegration of a comet 
into a stream of meteors which keep on 
going in the same orbit as the comet, until 
they are all used up by falling into a planet’s 
atmosphere and being consumed. 

Another fine shower of these meteors was 
seen on Nov. 27, 1885, when nearly 40,000 
were counted in 4 hours in Italy. In 1892 
another shower took place also, but not as 
large. The “expiring effort” was observed 
by Olivier on Nov. 24, 1899, which lasted for 
two hours. Since then only a few have been 
seen, for instance, 11 being noticed in 1928. 
“Most of the meteor showers” says Olivier, 
“could not have been from debris of the 
comet as it was in 1846, but must have come 
from fragments broken from an_ original 
larger comet—the parent of both of them and 
the final Biela’s Comet—many years before. 
Yet all were moving in approximately the 
same orbit, proving their original connection 
and common parentage.” 


The breaking up of comets into meteor 
swarms may therefore be the usual happen- 
ing in the course of evolution of comets, for 
several important annual showers are con- 
nected with meteor streams whose orbits 
follow those of certain comets. 


It being known that one reason for deple- 
tion of comets may be a change of orbit from 
elliptical to parabolic or hyperbolic path, it 
is found that the same force causing the 
alteration in the period of Halley’s Comet 
to an average of 14% years from one appari-

nucleus, and outer envelopes of the coma. 
nearly 300,000 miles into the tail of this comet. 
‘peculiar phosphorescence or illumination of the sky” waa noticed by several persons.

tion to the next, would to a comet with 
period of 10,000 years, increase it to 18,000 
years, or decrease it to 6,500, according to 
Russell. We know that some comets have 
prodigiously long ellipses. Calculations of 
Van Biesbroeck show that Comet 1914V 
(Delavan’s), with major axis of orbit of 
170,000 astronomical units, has a period of 
24,000,000 years, so that it goes out over 
4,300 times as far from the sun as Pluto! 


In the case of comets of excessively long 
period, these bodies travel so far from the 
sun that the attraction of the stars begins 
to be a serious factor, and so when it finally 
returns to our neighborhood, its orbital fea- 
tures may be so altered, that it would not 
be recognizable or probably even seen by us 
again. Russell says: “If the sun and stars 
were fixed, a comet which receded more than 
halfway to a neighboring star would fall 
under its predominant influence, and never 
return to us. But the stars are moving very 
much faster than a distant comet moves rela- 
tively to the sun, and any particular one will 
get by and recede before it has time to dis- 
turb the comet’s action greatly, unless it 
comes pretty near it. On this account the 
region within which a comet may move, 
without running any great risk of being di- 
verted away from the sun during two or 
three billion years, extends to a distance of 
some 15 light-years—far beyond the nearest 
stars. To go this limit and return would take 
a comet about 300,000,000 years, . . . Though 
such a comet would probably return to the 
sun. it would stand a very poor chance of

coming near enough to it to be seen again 
from the earth. .. . During all its long flight, 
the attraction of the stars would be pulling 
it sidewise; and this tends to widen out the 
orbit and increase the perihelion distance. 
Almost all comets are invisible when they 
are at more than 3 or 4 times the earth’s 
distance from the sun; so it would not take 
very much to cause one to be lost to 
sight. . . . This type of loss, however, is not 
irrevocable, Stellar attraction may, by chance, 
change the orbit back to a small perihelion 
distance and bring the comet again into view, 
though this is not likely.” 


HALLey’s Comet 


In many ways Halley’s Comet is the most 
historic of all. It is the last great comet to 
have visited the earth. It formed the begin- 
ning of prediction of comet returns. While 
involved in investigating orbits, it became 
evident to Halley that several comets had 
identical elements of orbit; he inferred there- 
fore that these separate comets were only 
different returns of the same one. He said, 
“I may, therefore, with confidence, predict 
its return in the year 1758.” As he passed on 
in 1742, at 85, he did not live to see this 
prediction fulfilled, but it was picked up on 
Christmas night, 1758, by an amateur near 
Dresden—an important event demonstrating 
that at least some of these objects belong to 
the solar system and obey the laws of gravi- 
tation. 

At the next apparition in 1835, methods of 
calculation had improved and the comet re- 
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turned within 2 days of the predicted time. 
It seemed a reddish star and brighter than 
Antares. Bessel compared it to a blazing 
coal, and he called attention to the peculiar 
“fan-like haze of luminous matter forming 
the train, which seemed to sway to and fro 
like a pendulum across the radius vector, an 
imaginary line joining the sun and the nu- 
cleus of the comet.” Miss Proctor describes 
how it underwent an interesting series of 
transformations, as it was first like a nebula, 
then an ordinary comet with tail, then shin- 
ing as a star, and later expanding to appear 
spherical—‘“then assuming paraboloidal form 
about May 5, 1836, after which it vanished as 
if melting into adjacent space through exces- 
sive diffusion of its light. Moreover, it lost its 
tail previous to its arrival at perihelion on 
Nov. 16, nor did it begin to recover its 
elongated shape until more than two months 
later.” 

For the 1910 return of Halley’s Comet, the 
exhaustive researches of Cowell and Crom- 
melin resulted in computations such that the 
perihelion date (Apr. 19, 1910) was within a 
day of the computed time. This is excellent 
work since the period is long and there are 
always various perturbations suffered by the 
comet on account of planets. The average 
period is 77 years, but different intervals 
have varied from 74% to 7942. They also 
examined all possible records of comets which 
might have been former appearances of this 
same one. They have positively identified 
old comets as Halley’s on every return to the 
sun as far back as 240 B. C., except that 
one date, 163 B. C., is missing. In this long 
series, the early dates are taken from Chinese 
records, but the later ones are European. 
Many of the records show a great, fearful 
apparition appearing in the heavens, and de- 
scribed in terrifying terms. 

During the latest return, many photographs 
were made at the observatories. They dis- 
play striking transformations and unaccount- 
able changes in form assumed on different 
days. Bobrovnikoff is of the opinion that the 
nucleus must have exploded on May 24, as it 
became larger and actually double. This great 
comet was scheduled to pass directly between 
the sun and the earth on May 18, appearing 
in transit on the disc. A 6-inch telescope was 
used in Hawaii (the transit not being visible 
from America), but not the slightest trace 
of the comet was detected. Had the nucleus 
been a single mass 200 miles in diameter, it 
should have been seen. 

Many interesting features occurred with 
Halley’s Comet. When nearest the earth on 
May 20 its distance from us was 14,300,000 








miles. In early May it became a magnificent 
sight. On the 17th the tail shone like a 
searchlight beam across the sky for 120° and 
was witnessed by the writer as a boy. For about 
2 days after the comet head had transited the 
sun and had become visible in the west after 
sunset, the long tail was still to be seen in 
the east before sunrise, which points to the 
fact that it was quite curved and had a con- 
siderable lag behind the radius vector. 

The earth was calculated to pass thru the 
outer edge of the tail, and so various observ- 
ers were watching for any possible effects. No 
undoubted effect was noticed; any faint glows 
or auroral light from this cause was thought 
to have been masked by the bright moonlight 
occurring at the time. There was one case 
of iridescence in the sky observed by Barnard 
in the daytime of May 19. Apparently the 
low density of gas in the outer tail regions 
prevents any large amount of this gas remain- 
ing in the earth’s atmosphere so that no 
harmful effects are felt. The idea has been 
the subject of interesting science stories. 

Halley’s Comet is now well out beyond 
Neptune’s orbit, and will reach aphelion about 
1950; its return to us is scheduled for 1985. 


COLLISIONS WITH THE EARTH 


As comets appear to come into sight from 
all parts of the heavens, it has often been 
questioned whether or not our globe is apt 
to undergo a collision with one of these 
mysterious celestial wonders. 

In 1773 a scientific article by Lalande caused 
a great panic simply from its title, which was 
(translated) “Reflections on Comets that can 
approach close to the Earth.” Lalande’s pur- 
pose was to investigate the orbits of numer- 
ous comets and find out the possibilities of 
approach. While it was found that a few can 
come within a million miles of the earth’s 
orbit, yet the chances are small that the earth 
will be just at that part of its own orbit and 
therefore as close as possible to the comet. 
Lexell’s Comet of 1770 passed, on the same 
day as the earth, a point about 168,000 miles 
from the spot where the earth was 5 hours 
before; its nearest distance was about 1,500,- 
000 miles from the earth itself. 

Other fears for the safety of the human 
race have gripped people. “In 1866,” says 
Guillemin, “a report was current of the ap- 
proaching end of the world.” July 18 was the 
date fixed for the fatal event. Various and 
prolonged have been the speculations upon the 
consequence of a collision. Obviously, if a 
large comet should squarely hit the earth, 
especially in a densely-inhabited section, the 
catastrophe would be enormous. And a direct 
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collision is not impossible in view of the num- 
ber of comets crossing our orbit. Many other 
ancient comet scares could be quoted. How- 
ever, astronomers by the use of the theory 
of probability calculate that a direct en- 
counter is likely to occur only about once in 
every 15,000,000 years, altho passage thru a 
tail would occur much more frequently. 

The most recent occurrence of close en- 
counter was in 1921, when in June the Pons- 
Winnecke comet narrowly missed collision 
with the earth. This comet has no tail, is one 
of Jupiter’s family, and has not many special 
features except changes in orbit at different 
apparitions. In 1921 it passed the perihelion 
point a few days too early for an actual col- 
lision. Again, in 1927 it also passed very 
near the earth. Many meteors and fireballs 
were seen, probably belonging to debris of 
the comet. The earth shows unquestionably 
two cases of collision—the Meteor Crater case 
in Arizona, and the Siberian meteor fall of 
1908—but whether these were of small comets 
or merely a number of meteorites, depends 
upon definition. They will be described under 
our next subject—meteors.

ANSWER: First let me explain that I do 
not write the Market Guide in American 
Astrology Magazine personally. This Guide is 
prepared by Miss Starr who is, however, a most 
competent astrologer and in her ability I have 
complete confidence. Therefore, if she has rec- 
ommended this stock she must have sound 
astrological reasons for this recommendation. 

From my recollection of these Aviation 
stocks dating back to 1933 and 1934 when I per- 
sonally prepared the Market Guide, I surmise 
that the Aviation Corporation probably comes 
under classification of most of those companies 
that were organized around 1929, in which case 
it would be an excellent investment for a long 
pull. I have, since late in 1933, constantly 
recommended those 1929 stocks as the invest- 
ment for a period comprising 1935 to 1941. 
Those who “hold on” cannot miss a tremendous 
profit. But please bear in mind I cannot say 
whether this applies to Aviation Corporation or 
not, because I do not remember the incorpora- 
tion date of this stock. Incidentally, as a sam- 
ple of our market advice in November, 1933, 
we started pounding on Sperry Aviation, insist- 
ing it was the best investment available at that 
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time. Sperry was then selling for about 5%4 
I believe. 

Frankly, if I had been in the market for a 
stock investment, I would have bought as much 
as possible of every Aviation stock that was 
organized in 1929, and then rely on astrology to 
tell me when to unload. Generally speaking, 
I would expect to be rid of them all not later 
than the midsummer of 194l—a long pull yes, 
but those who bought outright in 1935 would 
have nothing to complain about in regard to 
their profits on the investment. 


COINCIDENCE 


From “Keeping Up With the World,” by 
Freling Foster.

“An amazing coincidence occurred recently 
in San Francisco harbor. In 1914 two tank- 
ers, with the same dimensions, equipment and 
owners, were built in the same shipyard. In 
1922 one collided with a steamer and sank. 
In March, 1937, the other vessel collided with 
the same kind of steamer, in the same man- 
ner and place and under the same circum- 
stances, and then sank crosswise upon its 
sister ship.” 

Editor’s Note: We communicated with Mr. 
Foster and obtained from him the address of 
the ship building company that built these 
boats and the company upon request very kindly 
supplied us with the following information, 
which should be of considerable interest to 
astrological students. 


Gentlemen: 

The magazine item mentioned in your letter 
refers, we assume, to the tankers FRANK H. 
BUCK and LYMAN STEWART, our Hulls 
111 and 116 respectively. 

The FRANK H. BUCK was built for the 
Associated Oil Company, San Francisco, and 
was launched February llth, 1914. This 
vessel was sunk in collision with the s/s 
PRESIDENT HOOVER, a passenger liner, on 
Saturday afternoon, March 6th, 1937, about 
3:30 p. m. 

The LYMAN STEWART was built for the 
Union Oil Company of California, Los An- 
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geles, and was launched October 31st, 1914. 
This vessel was sunk in a collision with the 
s/s WALTER A. LUCKENBACH, a freighter, 
on Saturday afternoon, October 7th, 1922, 
and about 12:30 o’clock. 

Both vessels were identical, being sister 
ships built from the same plans, and now 
rest within a few feet of each other, on the 
rocky shore just inside the Golden Gate, 
entrance to San Francisco harbor.

ANSWER: We referred C. E. M. to Mr. 
Rice who kindly submitted the following an- 
alyses of this phenomenon. 

“Apparently what Mr. M. saw was a meteor 
which started out from a point near the star 
in question and moved with a streak, like all 
meteors do. They are not really “shooting 
stars” as they are called, for no star in the 
universe can move as fast as that, so as to 
move several degrees in a few seconds, as seen 
by us. If they could, they would be going far, 
far, faster than the speed of light, which is im- 
possible—for they are so far away that their 
speed would have to be such, if they were really 
moving as he suspected. The star joining the 
handle of the little dipper is Zeta Ursae 
Minoris, faint enough to be invisible on many 
nights when other brighter stars can be seen. 
If Mr. M. will look again on some night which 
is clear enough he will positively see all of the 
naked-eye stars in the Little Dipper. Anyway, 
he witnessed ‘The Disappearance’ in 1934,, and 
I have seen this dipper complete myself many 
times since then! There are 7 stars completing 
the configuration of this dipper including the 
Pole Star; there are 2 or 3 others also to be 
seen along the outlines of this dipper; I refer 
to naked-eye stars only, and to the dipper part 
alone, of this constellation. This observer did 
the right thing to question the matter and find 
out all about it.”

Moon (our inner urge and soul element) in 
Leo urge him on and, between the two, he 
has neither reason, nor a sense of justice. “We 
find women and money next and the devil 
take the kind master,” and Jones has to pay 
the freight. I once read a book in which the 
reader was expected to “beat their stars”—it 
was of Hindu propensities also—this book. 
When anyone beats their stars I'll expect to 
have Venus come down and have lunch with 
me. 
I hope you will not mind what I am saying. 
I mean no offense. I realize that I am so prac- 
tical I hate myself sometimes, and yet I never 
intentionally offend anyone. (It might interest 
you to know that I was born Oct. 10, 1872, at 
10 p.m.). After many long, nerve-wracking 
years of music teaching and as a professional 
accompanist and church singer, I took up the 
study of characteristics and personalities via 
the knowledge I could gain from astrology— 
and the writer above mentioned quotes “the 
leading psychologists as saying, man is led by 
his feelings alone.” I say to him frankly, he 
is about a thousand years behind the times or 
he wouldn't quote the leading psychologists. 
I have read their books and magazines, and 
if there is one thing they are adept at it is 
testing thousands of people, publishing the 
propensities they find, and inviting long “if” 
hypotheses which simply leave the reader on 
the fence, as to why the difference in these 
human natures, I do not study casting horo- 
scopes nor looking into the future for one 
reason, because I have an intense dislike for 
things mathematical. For another reason, I 
do not think I personally should know my 
future and have any chance to run from 
adversity. I’ve grown under it, learned from 
it, faced it bravely and every so often Lady 





Luck has stepped in with her golden flutter, 
and then I’m glad I haven’t whined. I am 
deeply interested, however, in character, as 
in groups—types. I have five Libras, for 
instance, under observation unknown to them, 
noting the difference in them because, as I 
believe of the Moon constellatory combina- 
tion, I consider the Moon the activator of our 
soul region. (Psychology, subconscious), 
One of my Libra friends with the Moon in 
Virgo has a veritable battle with herself at 
least every other day. Francis Virgo desires, 
hard and cold blooded, while Francis Libra 
analyzes and wants to be just. To live be- 
tween soul and mind is strenuous indeed, and 
interesting. I’m sure I like to write too well 
to be altogether agreeable.

MANY THINGS 


QUESTION: Is the North Node in Gemini 
and when will it enter Taurus? 


ANSWER: The North Node is, at present, 
in Sagittarius and the South Node is in Gemini. 
The Nodes will be in Scorpio and Taurus com- 
mencing March 22nd, 1938. 


QUESTION: When will Saturn sezxtile 
Uranus or square or transit Gemini? Also 
when will Saturn conjunct or square the 
North Node or Uranus? 


ANSWER: Saturn was sextile Uranus in 
1933 and will not be sextile Uranus again until 
1949. Saturn will Transit Gemini from June 
1942 to June 1944. 

Saturn will conjunct Uranus in the summer of 
1942 and will be square Uranus in 1952. Saturn 
will conjunct the North Node in October 1939. 
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QUESTION: When does Uranus again con- 
junct North Nodes or square or oppose 
Saturn? 


ANSWER: Uranus will conjunct the North 
Node in January 1939 and Saturn will oppose 
Uranus in 1966 and 1967. This aspect is re- 
peated approximately every 45 years. 


NODES 


QUESTION: What is the probable effect 
when the Moon’s Nodes in one chart contact 
the angles of the other chart, particularly the 
ascendant? 


ANSWER: I have not so far observed the 
effect of the Moon’s Nodes conjunct the angles 
of a chart. It would seem logical, however, 
to assume that they would have an effect similar 
to that observable when a node contacts a 
planet. 

For instance, the South Node of one person 
contacting the ascendant of another might be 
expected to have a disintegrating effect upon 
the personality of the person whose ascendant 
that might be. There would however in this 
case be a compensating constructive effect in 
that Person’s Seventh House which in addi- 
tion to governing marriage, legal affairs and 
partnerships in general, is indicative of the in- 
dividual’s personal environment. 

It might be reasonable to expect that such a 
contact would mean that the person whose 
South Node is so placed would personally 
dominate the other party. Naturally the reverse 
would be true if it were the North Node that 
was involved with the ascendant. 


QUESTION: Two people born during the 
same year usually have their Moon’s Nodes 
with orb of conjunction; is this a harmonious 
or inharmonious set up? 


ANSWER: I would not consider that the 
effect of the nodes in this case would be par- 
ticularly significant insofar as these two indi- 
viduals were concerned. 


PLUTO 


QUESTION: Duncan’s book of astronomy 
gives the period for Pluto as 248 years, instead 
of 350, how do you explain this discrepancy 
and which is correct? 


ANSWER: The discrepancy is not so great 
as you have stated but what discrepancy there 





may be is due to the difference between the 
Geocentric and Heliocentric periods of Pluto. 

As viewed from the Sun a planet makes a 
complete circuit of the zodiac in a shorter 
period of time than is the case if viewed from 
the earth. The former is its Heliocentric cycle 
(“Helio” meaning Sun) and the latter is its 
Geocentric (from “Geo” referring to the earth). 

The Heliocentric cycle is known as _ the 
sidereal period of a planet and this is the time 
element always used in astronomical circles 
and it is always shorter than the Geocentric 
period. 

For instance, the sidereal period of Mercury 
is only 88 days whereas it takes Mercury a full 
year to make a complete circuit of the zodiac 
from a point of view of the earth this varia- 
tion is, of course, due to the combined motion 
of the planet and the earth in relation to the 
Sun. As a matter of fact the sidereal period 
of Pluto is 247.6968 years. This is constant. 
Whereas to quote our astronomer, Mr. Rice: 
“In the course of a number of revolutions the 
period of return of Pluto to the same Geocentric 
longitude would vary from one to another be- 
cause of the ellipticity of Pluto’s orbit and the 
position of the earth in its orbit. The average 
would be about the same as the sidereal period 
248 years. However at the present time Pluto's 
movement would carry it back to the same 
longitude in about 260 years.

The intent of this letter is not for the pur- 
pose of furnishing an alibi for myself nor in 
defense of my ability in the field of astrology 
but rather for the purpose of defending the 
science in the minds of the hundreds of thou- 
sands of people who have in recent years 
come more and more to accept astrology as a 
true science of divine origin.

MaAcazINnE on page seventy and over onto page 
seventy-one in the department called ““Re- 
search” there is a statement published by Ed 
Sullivan of the New York Daily News con- 
cerning the prediction by me relative to the 
Joe Louis — James Braddock heavyweight 
championship fight in which the opinion is 
given that such a prediction was due to care- 
lessness on the part of the astrologer. 

I am slightly inclined to agree with that 
opinion after full consideration of all the 
facts surrounding the prediction—so called. 

I have been informed, reliably I believe by 
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a member of the medical profession that the 
art of diagnosis in materia medica has 
reached such point of efficiency as to be right 
fifty-two times out of each one hundred diag- 
noses. Any astrologer in public practice mak- 
ing from three hundred to four hundred 
appearances before large audiences as well as 
serving a clientele running into the thousands 
whose law of averages was no better than 
that would probably end his career disas- 
trously—and forgetting his selfish interest 
would probably defeat the science of astrol- 
ogy completely. 

The following statement as to what oe 
curred in this particular instance carries such 
proof as may be demed necessary with more 
available as to its authenticity. The editor 
of your splendid magazine, Paul G. Clancy 
and his associate editor are probably in as 
good a position as any astrologer in the 
United States today to verify the conditions 
surrounding astrology in the State of Michi- 
gan for the past several years. 

Detroit and Michigan as a whole were in a 
highly crystallized condition concerning our 
science for many years.

During that period in the face of the great- 
est obstacles including one court case in 
which the court ruled our procedure legal 
and proper and in which we successfully 
defended the honor of astrology, we have 
finally made Michigan and _ surrounding 
territories to a very great degree conscious 
of the value of this teaching in directing 
human affairs and are now making head- 
way toward the establishing of legislation 
which may bring about the creation of a 
State Board for the examining of every as- 
trologer before being permitted to practice. 

This has not been an easy task. During 
the past three years the writer has made 





a total of 257 delineations concerning nation- 
ally and internationally important events and 
conditions. These delineations have all been 
made before large gatherings of people rang- 
ing in number from seventy-five to twelve 
hundred in each group and may therefore be 
very thoroughly verified. The writer was 
partially wrong in three cases due to insuffi- 
cient birth data and completely wrong in the 
case at hand due to incorrect birth data. 

The consistency of the correctness of these 
delineations, or as you see fit to call them, 
predictions, was so noticeable that it came 
to the attention of the Press Radio Bureau of 
the United States and the Associated Press 
and International News.

It was only 
after the situation was finished that a post 
boxing record was referred to, to discover 
the Braddock was born June 7, 1906, and that 
with a Scorpio ascendant, the progressed 
Moon was exactly conjoined the dragon’s tail 
in the mid-heaven along with a number of 
other adverse aspects, plus intensely adverse 
transits. 

Mr. Clancy and Mr. Tobey, the carelessness, 
I repeat, was not in the work but rather in 
not examining my own chart before under- 
taking such a gigantic task for internation 
publication and in not checking thoroughly 
the birth data and also in going against my 
better judgment which told me that the 
erroneous chart for December 6th could not 
produce either a fight or a fighter. 

This statement is made, I repeat, in de- 
fense of astrology and not in defense of my 
reputation as I believe that is firmly enough 
established for accuracy, honesty, knowledge 
and ethical conduct in the science, that such 
a matter has done me no injury with those 
who know me in Detroit.

SATURN 


QUESTION: Do you consider a male’s 
Saturn in conjunct with the female’s Sun, 
Moon or ascendant as constructive or destruc- 
tive, i.e., generally speaking? 


ANSWER: Yes, Saturn being a negative 
planet can, in my opinion, be expected to mani- 
fest as a definitely constructive influence when 
coming from the male chart and particularly in 
regard to material affairs. If the Saturn con- 
tact were to come from the female chart then I 
would not consider it constructive. 

The reason for this conclusion will be evi- 
dent upon reference to our September 1937 
issue page 54—Many Things Department, sub- 
heading “Personal Relationships.” 


Dear Editor: 

I wish you would explain these seeming 
discrepancies in your October AMERICAN AS-

page 76 in the AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MAGAZINE 
for October 1936 it says: “In a general way, 
when Saturn transits over the place of the 
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Sun—that is, when the transiting Saturn is in 
conjunction with the Sun—the nature comes 
to a point of full accomplishment and many 
stand at this moment at the height of his 
career. Conversely, when Saturn transits the 
sign opposed to the Sun at birth, and thus 
makes an opposition to the natal Sun, the 
native has completed a period of running- 
down; his vitality and his fortunes may be 
at ebb-tide; and he stands in a position to go 
forward along an upgrade for 14 years, or 
until Saturn reaches again the conjunction 
with his Sun.” 

In the Astrological Bulletina, Summer 
Quarter, 1937 July, Aug. and Sept. on page 
127 it says: “Saturn enters Aries. Saturn 
changes sign every 21% years approx, lessen- 
ing the troubles of the people of one sign and 
bringing a load of problems to those of the 
next!!” In the last article from the “Bulle- 
tina” looks as if Saturn in your Sun sign 
caused troubles, while the AMERICAN ASTROL= 
ocy article looks as if you were sitting pretty.

SOLAR HOROSCOPES, Etc. 


Dear Mr. Clancy: 


I have been a newsstand purchaser of your 
magazine since the latter part of 1933 and 
this is the first time I have ever written you. 
What I have to say is plenty as I have been 
boiling inwardly for many many months over 
some of the items and statements appearing 
in your pages. May I ask your indulgence 
in the perusal of this hyper-critical missive 
because my “bark is worse than my bite;” it 
seems that this is the only way I have of ex- 
pressing myself clearly. 


First, may I suggest that since you per- 
sonally seem to be sold “hook, line and 
sinker” on Dane Rudhyar, including some of 
your readers, that a separate publication be 
printed by your organization called “Rud- 
hyar,” as for many months now you have 
been wasting (as far as I am concerned) 
over 10% of your valuable space in publish- 
ing his articles. Mr. Doane certainly hit the 
nail on the head when he called Mr. Rudhyar 
on the many impractical suggestions he 
makes, many of them bordering on fantasies. 
It might interest you to know that we have 
an informal group of some 63 (sometimes 
60 and as high as 78) kindred souls inter- 
ested in astrology, and many times the topic 
of discussion was Rudhyar. At the last 
meeting we decided to test the popularity of 
said writer—what did we find to our aston- 
ishment that out of a group of 66 only 3 
liked his articles, 11 didn’t read them con- 
sistently enough to pass opinion and 42 said 
the magazine would be better without the 
articles. 

The dissenters were pressed for reasons for 
their disapproval and, boiled down, the main 
objections were: All the man tries to do is 
show people he understands the English lan- 
guage and, in many cases, to the entire con- 
fusion of the average reader; he can take 
three full length magazine pages to give you 
a definition of the simple word “it”—any 
other writer could give you clear explana- 
tion, understood by even the simplest of 
humans, in four or five words; all through 
any article hé writes you’d be sure to find 
him quoting Marc Jones, Jeans, Smutts, Jung 
and others—ad infinitum. 

I don’t see why a majority of your readers 
should be discriminated against and cheated 
out of 12 to 18 pages of reading matter each 
month because you and the minority seek to 
keep Mr. Rudhyar in print. Why don’t you 
take a vote of your readers? I am not a 
gambler, but I would be willing to gamble 
plenty that a great percentage of your 
readers do not like Mr. Rudhyar’s articles. 

You are always crying—and rightly so— 
about astrologers who, by their unethical 
conduct and improper readings, cause so 
much harm to astrology. In this connection 
may I call your attention to your “Master 
Horoscopes” and the many accounts of their 
accuracy. Will you please tell me and many 
others who are interested in “honest-to- 
goodness” astrology, can they be anywhere 
near accurate except in those rare cases 
where a person’s Sun sign is on the Ascen- 
dant? Take my own horoscope, for instance, 
my natal Sun is in the 4th House (Libra) 
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Cancer Ascendant. Your reading would show 
the Sun in the 1st House, how in the name 
of heaven could the Sun in the 1st House 
give the same reading as the Sun in the 4th? 
And this is true of any other planet and, 
particularly, the fast moving Moon where it 
could be in an entirely different sign in the 
solar house than that actually for the birth 
time. Just how does an aspect between 
Uranus and Venus in the 5th and 3rd House 
respectively bear any relationship to the same 
aspect of these planets in the 2nd and 12th 
Houses respectively—the first aspect indicated 
that of the actual natal position and the latter 
where the set-up is for solar houses? 

You and Wynn and a few others keep in- 
sisting that a horoscope set up with the Sun 
on the ascendant, where exact birth time is 
not known, tells you something of yourself. 
I maintain that it tells you nothing because 
a 1st House Jupiter certainly bears no re- 
lationship to a 10th House Jupiter. The 
former indicates my own Jupiter (where 
chart is set up for exact minute of birth) 
and the latter in the case of the Sun on the 
ascendant. I claim you people are doing 
more harm to astrology in insisting that solar 
house readings give you some information. 

My 1st House Jupiter shows early environ- 
ment, childhood home, and how by any stretch 
of imagination you can say a 10th House 
Jupiter, position and honor, bears any rela- 
tionship in any manner, shape or form, which 
is the position of Jupiter in the case of a 
solar house set-up. As a matter of fact, my 
life clearly shows the effects of a 1st House 
Jupiter and decidedly not a 10th House Ju- 
piter. I just saw a horoscope a few days 
ago where it was set up for the exact birth 
time Saturn was in the 3rd square Jupiter 
12th and, when set up for solar houses, 
Saturn appeared in the 6th and Jupiter in 
the 3rd. Certainly Saturn in the natal chart 
doesn’t show the dire health conditions as 
that indicated when a solar chart is set up. 
To me your insistence of the slightest iota 
of accuracy in a solar house chart is posi- 
tively ridiculous. If there is the least sem- 
blance of truth in any other earnest students 
of astrology. Every time an explanation is 
made it is so ambiguous and away from the 
point at issue that the explanation becomes 
almost of no value. 

In checking your monthly Ephemeris 
against the simplified scientific and Raphael’s, 
I find as high as 25 minutes’ error in the 
Sun’s and Moon’s positions. This to me 
seems very strange as they ought to all check. 
I have corrected the latter two named for 
Philadelphia. On several occasions I noted 








where the retrograde motion of a planet is 
carried from one month to another, you omit 
the “R”. This is true in the case of Jupiter 
in the August and September issues. This 
is a minor thing, however. 

By the way, the one and only reason I 
have never subscribed to your magazine is 
the fear of its not being received in good 
shape after going through the mails. I am 
a crab on this point, and all my copies are in 
very good shape and that is the way I wish 
to keep them. With reference to bound 
copies, what would it cost to have them 
bound in yearly volumes? Or would it be 
possible to return these copies I have and 
receive any credit for them and then pur- 
chase the bound volumes you have for sale? 
Are your subscription copies mailed in an 
envelope? 

I have a suggestion to make which I think 
you ought to adopt and that is a yearly 
index each January of all articles published 
the previous year, having them indexed and 
cross-indexed so they will be of value, or, 
if you think it better, issue a separate volume 
charging extra. I think most everyone of 
your readers would be grateful for this ser- 
vice even if they had to pay extra for it. 
Why not issue a volume covering every arti- 
cle published from the time you issued your 
first copy until the present time? 

What happened to the JouRNAL oF As- 
TROLOGY? I haven't seen anything concern- 
ing it’s discontinuance. Are you still pub- 
lishing it? 

No, I am not discontinuing reading the 
AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MaGAzINE because there 
are some things I don’t like. I think though 
that you ought to issue or print a question- 
naire periodically in your magazine feeling 
out your readers on what they like and what 
they don’t like. It certainly isn’t fair to 
depend upon the letters you receive from 
your readers voluntarily as that is a poor 
criterion. It might interest you to know that 
this is the first time in my life I wrote any 
publication either criticizing or commending. 

Thank you very much for troubling to read 
this letter.

ANSWER: Without any attempt to be face- 
tious, I seriously consider your suggestion re 
Rudhyar to be quite a practical one. I think 
that a magazine of the type you suggest would 
find a ready market and fill a definite need. 

Your criticism of our Solar Horoscope is 
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based upon an erroneous conception of what 
constitutes a horoscope, which is, however, a 
conception shared by a great many students 
of astrology. 

You have failed to distinguish clearly between 
“Personality” and “Individuality.” Let us sup- 
pose you have the correct hour of birth (which 
incidentally few people know), what have you? 
—the Ascending sign and degree which reveals 
the Personality—the Temperament of the Indi- 
vidual—that bears the same relation to the 
Real Man—The Individual—as does a suit of 
clothes to the body that wears it. 

Did it ever occur to you, Mr. S., that by 
a change of environment it is possible to con- 
struct a new Personality? It is an accepted 
fact in astrology that a change of location shifts 
the signs in relation to the House cusps.—This 
is nothing new. It is merely a logical exten- 
sion of that idea that permits a complete change 
of environment to literally build a new per- 
sonality—create a new Temperament—just as 
one might select a new suit of clothes. The 
true secret of the Houses cannot be known 
until this fact is recognized, which then opens 
the door to freedom. It places the Personality 
—which is “the sum total of our limitations”— 
subject to individual choice, but what then be- 
comes of your ascendant? It is no longer a 
fixed quantity, it has become as fluid as water, 
as intangible as weather. 

Let us now consider the individuality which 
is symbolized by the Sun. On the framework 
of the Sun and planets we find woven a rela- 
tively permanent fabric of instincts and emo- 
tions that have their starting point or fulcrum 
at the point of the Sun, which is the central 
and controlling factor of the entire system. 

This interaction of Individuality, Environ- 
ment and Personality finds an analogy in chem- 
istry, where we have the Acid base and Salt. 
Let us look upon the Individuality (symbolized 
by the [solar] planetary pattern) as the Acid. 
The Environment (symbolized by the Houses) 
as the base and the combinations of Signs, Plan- 
ets and Houses as the Salt. Now we know 
that with the same Acid by merely changing 
the Base we can get Salts of widely varying 
properties, similarly we can with the same Base 
using a different Acid get a different Salt. 

In the Chemistry of Life, we cannot change 
the Acid (Planetary pattern at birth), but we 
can change the Base (environment—House pat- 
tern) in a great variety of ways. How much 
more important it is then to know thoroughly 
the Solar Pattern and understand those basic 
tendencies that we may more wisely construct 
a harmonious environment—one that is har- 
mony with that pattern. 

If a man is in an environment that places 













































his Sun in conflict with his ascendant, obvi- 
ously he cannot appear at his best or be suc- 
cessful. Such an environment will force from 
his personal reactions that are not a true re- 
flection of his inner nature and will in time 
construct a personality that will be just like 
an ill-fitting suit of clothes. 

With reference to your own chart, you say 
that your birth hour gives a first House Jupi- 
ter, whereas Jupiter was in the Tenth House 
with relation to your Sun. This last statement 
can scarcely be correct since on September 
29th, 1895 (which you state is your birthdate) 
Jupiter was in Leo which would place it in the 
eleventh sign of your Solar Chart. However, 
that is not pertinent to the problem before 
us, it could as easily have been in the Tenth 
(it would be for those born late in October 
1895). You ask how could a Tenth House Jupi- 
ter bear any relation to a First House Jupi- 
ter—well frankly, Mr. S., I fail to see how 
it could avoid bearing such a relationship. In 
fact the First House Jupiter could scarcely fail 
being the result of the Tenth Housé Jupiter 
or vice versa. Or, as in your case, here is a 
Jupiterian personality that finds a focus of ful- 
fillment of destiny in the House of Friends, 
similarly Friends contribute to the further de- 
velopment of the Jupiterian personality. Really 
I canont imagine how anyone could find any 
difficulty in rounding out such a conception of 
action and reaction. 

You see the Solar Pattern gives us the foun- 
dation of the Personality, but without exact 
knowledge of the Environment we cannot know 
the result. But we can from this Solar (Plan- 
etary) Pattern, determine what would be the 
best environment for the individual. 

Your question re the Ephemeris viz: the 
discrepancies you have noted between our 
Ephemeris and Raphael’s has been referred to 
Mr. Rice and you should hear from him shortly 
regarding this. 

The omission of the Retrograde symbol from 
the Jupiter column was admittedly an error, 
which the proof reader failed to catch. 

With regard to our subscribers copies, they 
are quite carefully wrapped and we have never 
had any complaints regarding the condition in 
which they have been received. 

This matter of an index has been seriously 
considered for some time, in fact a card index 
has already been prepared with a view to the 
publication of such an index. We do _ fully 
appreciate the practical value of such an index. 

The AMERICAN JOURNAL oF AstTROLOGY has 
been temporarily discontinued with the Spring 
issue. It simply is not a practical proposition at 
this time. Not that we particularly cared about

gambler will tell you that “runs of 
luck” are something very real. Many a 
scientifically trained individual will doubt 
this. Dr. Lucien Warner, psychologist, writ- 
ing in the Journal of Parapsychology, said, 
“Can it be that there are runs of luck which 
are not measurable by statistical method?” 
Dr. Warner conducted one test in an effort 
to find out. His results were negative. 
We decided to also conduct such a test. 
In this department, we have, from time to 
time, produced figures on monthly divisions 
of birthdates from various directories. This 
test was conducted to see whether we could 
secure as great a variation, where we were 
dealing with nothing we can label more 
definite than “luck.” 
The procedure was as follows: 
(1)—Common playing cards were employed 
for the test. 
(2)—The Kings were omitted, leaving 12 
different numbers to correspond with 
12 months of the year, or the 12 signs 
of the zodiac. 
(3)—After the cards were shuffled and cut, 
4 cards were dealt and recorded. The 
reason for dealing 4 cards, was to 
make it possible to deal 4 of a kind. 
(4)—The cards were always cut, shuffled 
twice, and cut again. 
(5)—This process was continued until 
5,000 cards had been dealt. 
(6)—In discussing this work, we will call 
the Jack, 11, and we will call the 
Queen, 12. 


(7)—At the end of every 100 cards dealt, 
a record was kept of the number of 
times each of the 12 numbers turned 
up, or scored 


The total number of times each number 
turned up was as follows: (1)—417, (2)—439, 
(3)—369, (4)—432, (5)—427, (6)—414, (7)— 
438, (8)—420, (9)—427, (10)—420, (11)—398, 
(12) —399. 

Since normal expectancy would be 416.6, 
we find the number “3” 11.3% below normal. 
This number ran below normal from the 
start. At first, I feared there might be a 
defect in the cards. Thus, a new deck was 
brought into play at the end of every 1,000 
cards dealt. 

Table number “1,” shows the figures at 
the end of each 100 cards dealt. At the end 
of the dealing, “4 of a kind” had never been 
turned up, although “3 of a kind” came up 
occasionally. The highest number of times 
any particular number was turned up, out 
of 100 cards dealt, was 17 times. This oc- 
curred twice. The lowest score out of 100 
cards dealt was “1.” This occurred twice. 


When the figures in Table “1” are placed 
on a ten moving average, so that every figure 
actually represents 1,000 cards dealt, it will 
be found that the number “3” never rose to 
normal. The very last figure was highest. 
This was 8.3, but since normal expectancy 
would be 8331/3, even this was below 
normal. The figures on a ten moving average 
are shown | in table “2.” 


The figures in Table “2” are better illus- 
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trated in the accompanying graph. In this 
chart, we show a line for each one of the 
twelve numbers with which we deal. Num- 
bers “2” and “3” are charted together for 
purposes of comparison. By an examination 
of these lines, we see that number “2” was 
constantly averaging above normal expect- 
ancy until almost the end of the 5,000 cards 
dealt. Number “3” ran below normal ex- 
pectancy until the end, but appears to be 
getting ready for a run above normal. As 
it is the plan to continue this experiment 
until 100,000 cards have been dealt, we will 
learn whether number “3” is about to enjoy 
a “run” above normal, or whether the below 
normal “run” is to continue. 

These figures have been submitted to re- 
search departments in several leading uni- 
versities. From two prominent members of 
the faculty in these universities, comment 
has been received. I am withholding the 
names of the individuals because I have not 
had opportunity of asking permission to use 
their names publicly. 

A member of the faculty of a New England 
University writes: 


My dear Mr. Tobey: 


I am very grateful to you for sending me an 
account of your experiment with cards. I 
thought of doing something of the kind myself, 
but did not do it, and am very glad that some- 
one else has. Instead, I made some tests in 
another way. I took “Who’s Who in New Eng- 
land” and divided it into nearly five nearly 
equal sections. Then I tabulated the months 
of birth in each section. I have concluded that 
it takes at least 10,000 cases to get a fairly 
reliable result. 

There is one notable difference between your 
twelve curves which are based on about 400 
cards each, and my five, based on 2,000 each. 
In yours the maxima and minima come at all 
sorts of places and there is no relation be- 
tween one curve and another. In the “Who's 
Who” case, the major maximum is evident in 
each curve. I have to come to the conclusion 
that the most important criterian in studying 
month of birth is the extent to which different 
curves, whether based on many or few cases, 
show harmonious fluctuations. 

I shall be interested in your findings when 
you have gone through 100,000 cards. I have 
no doubt that you will find a nearly equal dis- 
tribution. 

A member of the faculty from a Southern 
university writes: 


Dear Mr. Tobey: 
May I congratulate you upon your approach 
to an investigation of astrology. The field is in 


great need of analysis in terms of alternative 
hypotheses. 

The figures are interesting and I am forward- 
ing them to Dr. for his comment. My first 
reaction is that they need evaluation in terms 
of a unit of expected deviation as well in terms 
of the average expectancy. The deviation is 
not significant according to our standards but 
is suggestive of some patterning of the cards. 
I hope your final results will be carefully ana- 
lyzed statistically, and available in publica- 
tion. 


Tables Number “1” and “2” follow. 
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Do astrology and ESP (extra-sensory per- 
ception) have anything in common? I be- 
lieve they do, from two points of view. 

First, astrologers have claimed that per- 
sons born strongly under the influence of 
Neptune are those possessed of ESP. 

Secondly, I believe many persons prac- 
ticing astrology attempt to make use of ESP 
and permit people to think they are using 
astrology, when in reality, they are not. 

Astrology and ESP (or to use an older 
term, clairvoyance) have been badly con- 
fused. I have often seen two or three astrol- 
ogers make the same prediction from the 
same astrological chart. But when I would 
ask them what astronomical factor in that 
chart was responsible for their prediction, 
they would all give a different basic factor. 
Whatever you want to call this, it is NOT 
science. We must eliminate ESP from astrol- 
ogy if it is to be considered scientific. 

* * * * 

While on the staff of Wynn's Astrology 
Magazine in 1935, Wynn and I prepared a 
questionnaire relative to astrology and sent 
it to a large number of prominent men and 
women. We selected such persons as Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, John D. Rockerfeller, 
Sr., and Jr., Henry Ford and many others. 
One of Mrs. Roosevelt’s secretaries wrote 
saying that Mrs. Roosevelt’s time was so 
taken up, she would not have time to fill 
out the questionnaire. An assistant of John 
D. Rockerfeller Jr. wrote saying that both Jr. 
and Sr., while in sympathy with our work, 
did not feel that they wanted to take part 
in symposiums. Many persons gave us frank 
replies, however. One of these was Roy 
P. Howard, Editor of the New York World- 
Telegram and president of the Scripps- 
Howard. newspaper chain. 

Editor Howard stated that he had no ob- 
jections to astrology so long as it was not 
advanced as a science. I can understand this 
point of view when I recall the majority of 
astrologers of my acquaintance. They are 
not scientists. They are good guessers. 

But you do not have to study astrology to 
be a good guesser. This has been proved 
by the ESP tests at Duke University. Take 
a single case as an example. During a 20- 
day period of card guessing when there were 
17,500 trials, the subject guessed right 29.6% 
of the time. Since there were five different 
types of cards in the deck, 20% would have 
been normal expectancy. The above figure 
is therefore, 48% above normal. 

* * 4 * 

Some astrologers prostitute their science 

and gain doubtful publicity through the pre- 
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diction of prize-fights. One questionable ad- 
vantage of such prostitution is the fact that 
you have, a 50-50 chance of being right by 
accident. This group of astrologers (?) con- 
sider anything better than a 50% finish as 
“proof” of astrology. 

Suppose they made 17,500 trials as in the 
above case. We would expect them to be 
right half the time by accident. We would 
thus expect them to be right 8,750 times. But 
to equal the above ESP subject, they would 
have to be right 12,950 times. They must go 
considerably above this figure before they 
can be rated as having done anything un- 
usual by means of astrology. 

* * % * 

It seems to me that a heavy white line, 
similar to that we see dividing traffic in the 
middle of a highway, should be drawn be- 
tween clairvoyance or ESP and astrology. 
In this way alone, can astrology progress. 
The person who conducts researches into 
ESP is not hampered by astrology. But the 
person who investigates astrologers is con- 
stantly hampered by the possibility of ESP. 

* x * * 

During a symposium at Clark University, 
Dr. Gardner Murphy of the Department of 
Psychology at Columbia University said: 

From 1922 to 1925, I held the Hodgson Fel- 
lowship in Psychical Research at Harvard. I 
devoted about fifty percent of my time during 
those years to the search for individuals who 
claimed to have telepathic gifts—my theory 
being that such gifts, if genuine, are rare, and 
that it is among those reporting extraordinary 
psychic experiences that experimental results 
are most likely to be obtained. A young 
woman in one of my graduate courses reported 
to me, for example, the followimg case: She 
and a friend had made an appointment for 
5:30 one evening. She was late in starting 
down town to meet the friend. In fact, it 
was after five when she started into the sub- 
way at 116th Street. As she went down the 
steps, the idea flashed into her mind that it 
was futile to go further, that her friend was 
already up town, and that the only thing to do 
was to go quickly to the corner of Riverside 
Drive and 122nd Street. She tried to banish 
this absurd notion from her mind, feeling cer- 
tain that her friend was waiting down town for 
her; and again she proceeded down the steps. 
A second time the idea flashed into her mind 
that she must hurry over to Riverside Drive. 
Giving up all attempt at rationality, she turned 
around and hurried to Riverside Drive and 
122nd Street, where she met her friend de- 
scending from a Fifth Avenue bus. It seemed 
to me that this was the kind of a case that I 








wanted to experiment with; and we have there- 
fore carried on a series of experiments both 
at short and long range in which impressions 
of all sorts, but especially geometrical figures 
of various shapes have been used. 

Another case is that of a young man, a 
senior in college, who took with me a general 
course in abnormal psychology. He asked me 
after class the explanation of this experience: 
There had come suddenly into his mind, early 
one morning, a tune which he had not recently 
heard, and of which, as far as he knew, he had 
mot recently been thinking. It seemed to him 
that a friend of his was playing this tune; he 
did not understand the reason for her choice, as 
he had heard her play many other tunes more 
recently, and many were of more emotional 
significance to her and to him. The hour of 
the impression had been so early that the idea 
of her playing the piano at that time seemed 
to him extremely improbable. It had turned 
out, however, that she had picked out the piece 
in question to play at approximately the time 
that he got the impression. Exact verification 
of the time was, of course, not possible. I 
told him that I had no explanation to offer, but 
that I should be interested to hear more about 
it, and to know if he had had similar experi- 
ences. He came into my office with me and told 
me the following incident. 

“About two years before, he had been much 
interested in hynotism, and in the possibility 
of telepathy. One evening he made up his 
mind to try the experiment of transmitting a 
mental command to a friend living at another 
address in the same city. He concentrated on 
the idea that his friend must meet him at 9 
o’clock the following morning at a certain cross- 
roads outside of the city. It rained heavily 
the next day, which happened to be a Sun- 
day. There he waited; at 9 o’clock appeared 
his friend to meet him. She had had a dream 
the night before im which he appeared, de- 
manding that she should meet him there at 
that hour.”

Dr. F. C. S. Schiller, of Corpus Christi 
College, Oxford, England, stated: 

“I am not afraid to confess that I have been 
a psychical researcher for a long time. Nor do 
I regret it for an instant, for the study of 
psychics has taught me a number of very im- 
portant truths which I could hardly have learned 
in any other way and from any other study.”

I have never spent much time investigat- 
ing ESP. But I have witnessed some pe- 
culiar phenomena where psychics are con- 


cerned. 
I was once asked to investigate the case 
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of a colored woman in upper Manhattan. 
I went, fully convinced that I was to cope 
with fraud. This woman could read my 
thoughts. She could describe the person 
with whom I had had lunch. She made a 
prediction which I recorded on a memoran- 
dum pad. 

“There is a girl,” she said, “who is in great 
danger. Unless something is done to save 
her, she will meet a tragic death. It is not 
your wife. But the relationship is through 
your wife’s family.” 

There was only one other girl in my wife’s 
family. - Three days later, I received a tele- 
phone call to the effect that this girl had 
stopped at a hospital to see a doctor. With- 
out family permission, a major operation was 
performed and the girl died. She had been 
in the best of health that morning. When I 
reviewed my notes, they were rather star- 
tling. The visit to the colored woman oc- 
curred April 20th, 1930. 

During May, I went to see her again. 

“T see you in your place of business, high 
in an office building, in very luxurious sur- 
roundings. But you will not stay there. 
You will move to a lower floor.” This was 
her prediction. 

Her description of my “place of business” 
was rather accurate. On April 28th, I had 
moved from the brokerage offices of H. L. 
Horton & Co., at 230 Park Avenue, New 
York, to the offices of Lage & Company on 
the 17th floor of the same building. Lage 
& Company were reputed to have spent 
$75,000 on decorations for these offices. This 
would fit the colored woman’s description as 
“luxurious.” Three days before the end of 
May, I was advised that Lage & Company 
were dissolving partnership. I had to move 
to a lower floor in the building.

These were rather accurate predictions. 
They were not made by the use of astrology. 
They might have been accidental. But, if a 
person duplicates them by use of astrology, 
they still have proved nothing because we 
have shown that such has been accomplished 
without the use of astrology. It might still 
be some form of ESP.

I was awakened one morning by the 
screams of a girl in the house. She claimed 
she had been awake, sitting on the side of 
her bed and looking out of the window. She 
claimed to have turned to the foot of the 
bed where she saw a white figure with the 
head of her cousin.

Experiments to prove astrology must be 
conducted in such a way, that all factors 
upon which judgment is based, are out in 
the open, where they can be tested and re- 
tested.

McDougall, professor of Psychology at Duke 
University, will bear repeating. It’s one of 
those things I like to read several times 
because it expresses a truth in the manner 
that is not common to our enlightened age: 

“As regards the second function of the Uni- 
versity, the extension of knowledge, Psychical 
Research may boldly claim its place within the 
fold; on this ground any opposition to it can 
only arise from narrow ignorance, that higher 
kind of ignorance which so often goes with 
a wealth of scientific knowledge, the ignorance 
which permits a man to lay down dogmatically 
the boundaries of our knowledge and to ex- 
claim ‘ignorabimus.’ This cry—‘we shall not, 
cannot know!’—is apt to masquerade as scien- 
tific humility, while, in reality, it expresses 
an unscientific arrogance and philosophic incom- 
petence. For the man who utters it arrogates 
to himself a knowledge of the limits of human 
knowledge and capacity that is wholly unwar- 
ranted and illusory.”

On the same day, the front 
page of the Orlando (Fla.) Morning Sentinel 
carried two news stories, The first was 
about a boy born on September 5th.

A glance at an ephemeris for 
September 5th, 1937, will show that the Sun 
was square Mars.

Mrs. Raymond Lomax was born July 16th, 
1910. Her husband was born July 29th, 1916. 
They were married on the evening of August 
14th, 1937. At 2:00 A.M., the next morning, 
while driving north from Orlando, Fla., they 
came to a car parked on the side of the 
road, having run out of gas. The driver of 
the parked car was her former husband, J. 
H. Tullis, born April 8th, 1909. Raymond 
Lomax left his own car to aid the former 
husband of his wife. As he did, he was 
run down by a truck and killed. 

The writer was the first person to arrive 
following the accident, the truck having 
passed him a moment before. The birthdates 
were obtained from the individuals them- 
selves, with the exception of that of Raymond 
Lomax. This was furnished to me by his 
wife. Had it not been for the fact that we 
found the driver of the truck, there would 
have undoubtedly been a manslaughter 
charge entered against Tullis, for a rumor 
spread that he had threatened Lomax and 
told him to keep away from the former wife 
of Tullis. 

Having been the first person to talk with 
the truck driver after he was caught, I can 
vouch for the Tullis account of the facts. 

The student will find a comparison of these 
charts interesting. 

The sun, in the chart of Mrs. Lomax, is 
opposite Uranus. Saturn in the chart ol 
Raymond Lomax was conjunct Mrs. L.’s sun, 
and opposing Mrs. L.’s Uranus. Mars, in 


the chart of Mrs. Lomax, was opposed to 
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Uranus in the chart of Mr. Lomax. Saturn, 
in the chart of Mrs. L., was conjunct Jupi- 
ter in the chart of Mr. L. Transiting Saturn 
was opposite Mars in the chart of Mr. L. 
It was also conjunct Mercury in the chart 
of Tullis. Mars, in the chart of Tullis, was 
opposite Neptune in the chart of Lomax. 
On the night of the accident, the Moon had 
just passed a conjunction with Mars. 

From an astrological point of view, any 
astrology textbook would have said that Mrs. 
‘Lomax would meet sudden upsets in mar- 
riage due to the opposition of Uranus to 
the sun. The opposition of Uranus, in her 
chart, to Saturn in the chart of Lomax in- 
dicated a conflict between the old and the 
new. Had they not met her previous hus- 
band (the old) Lomax would have been 
alive. Danger of accidents is seen in the 
opposition of Mars in her chart to Uranus 
in his chart. Also by the opposition of Mars 
in the chart of Tullis to Neptune in the chart 
of Lomax. Pluto was transiting this point. 
Also by the opposition of Mercury in the 
chart of Tullis to Mars in the chart of Lo- 
max. Saturn was transiting this point. Also 
by the conjunction of Moon and Mars on 
the night of the accident. 

The above case was discussed by my 
Florida staff. The next time the moon con- 
joined Mars, all claimed they would be 
careful. On the following morning, one 
young lady present arrived with a broken 
arm. She had been pushed into a swimming 


pool.

Alfred Marcus, of Spivak, Col., sends me 
the birthmonths of 184 persons in one sana- 
torium in Denver. All have tuberculosis.

To make the incident 
more unhappy, V. A. S. 2nd pulled the 
switch that turned on the machinery and 
caught V. A. S. 3rd.

Last month, I mentioned the Forum 
Magazine debate on astrology, between Dane 
Rudhyar and William Marias Malisoff, re- 
puted philosopher. I referred to the com- 
ment of John J. O’Neill, Science Editor of 
the New York Herald Tribune. Having re- 
ceived an advance copy of Mr. O’Neill’s 
statement, I read this first and was late in 
reading the debate due to travel. 

Malisoff refers to astrology as “higher fool- 
ishness.” He finds that astrology and error 
are synonymous. The following note to Mr. 
Malisoff is printed herewith and will save 
me a postage stamp. 


My dear Mr. Malisoff: 

Few of us can help but be impressed by a 
philosopher of your understanding of universal 
and cosmic principles. Your ability to conclude, 
without investigation, that astrology and error 
are synonymous, is nothing short of remark- 
able. I sincerely hope that you will not be 
offended by my own ignorance if I ask whether 
God has heard about you. I am deeply con- 
scious of my own stupidity, which I hope you 
will forgive so long as I am frank about it. 
But there are some other questions I would 
like to ask. 

Why do we have war? Why do we have 
crime, gangsters, and racketeers. Having been 
blessed with the presence of one with your 
superior intelligence and understanding, why 
have these problematical matters not been 
solved beforeP You dispose of astrology with 
one statement when you state that astrology 
and error are one. War should be a much 
simpler matter for you to correct. 

Last year, something like 20,000 persons pur- 
chased horoscopes through this magazine. Each 
purchaser was requested to fill out a question- 
naire, reporting how accurate they found the 
horoscope. The reports averaged 84.1 percent 
accurate. It is regrettable that we went to 
this trouble. Had we read your article first, we 
would have seen the futility of seeking facts 
when we could have asked you about the mat- 
ter. We would have realized that facts are 
but “higher foolishness” as compared to the 
personal view of a Malisoff. 

Personally, I feel the deepest regret because 
your article was not published several years 
ago. You see, I know a man who is ranked as 
one of the world’s greatest inventors as well 


as one of the world’s wealthiest men. I must 
confess that I do not know him well. But like 
so many ignorant people, I have a lot of crust, 
and finding his name as a subscriber to the 
American Astrology Magazine, 1 managed to 
slip by the gates to his palatial estate, and 
reached the ear of one of his secretaries. He 
informed me that the millionaire was out of 
town indefinitely. I told him I was sorry and 
casually mentioned that I represented the 
American Astrology Magazine. He told me to 
wait, and aroused my hopes with the promise 
that he might be able to get me an interview 
with the head-man secretary. A tall man, pos- 
sessed of a very humble attitude plus a most 
pleasing personality, came forth. He escorted 
me through cathedral-like passages to a mon- 
strous room with a balcony across one side. 
We climbed to the balcony where we sat and 
discussed astrology for three hours. At the 
end of the first hour, I discovered that I had 
been deceived. This gentleman was not the 
head-man secretary at all. It was the mil- 
lionaire himself. His fear of reporters had 
vanished and his identity was exposed. 

Mr. Malisoff, this fellow has things all wrong. 
I am fairly certain that he does not know about 
you, because he told me that the world of sci- 
ence hasn’t touched the surface of knowledge. 
He pointed to a bulb in a floor lamp and said, 
“We call it electricity, but we have no idea 
what it is. We have only given it a name. My 
wife has studied astrology for many years, and 
strangely enough, her predictions work.” 

Now that you have enlightened me, I think 
something should be done about this. He is 
engaging in the “higher foolishness” and may 
mislead a lot of people. 

Perhaps you will understand the origination 
of my own shortcomings when I tell you that 
I have worked under hard-boiled newspaper 
editors who taught me never to print a state- 
ment unless I could prove it. Did you ever 
work under a hard-boiled city editor, Mr. Mali- 
soft P 

You say, “The electron is verified, but is 
Jupiter?” 

Well, now you're asking questions. I don’t 
know. But I’ve seen Jupiter—that is, I think 
I have. But I’ve never seen an electron and 
don’t recall anyone who has. Have you? Over 
a period of twelve years, I have noted hun- 
dreds of times that when Jupiter passes over 
the position occupied by the sun at the moment 
of a person’s birth, there is some form of 
expansion in their lives. I have not yet seen 


an exception to the rule. Perhaps even my sight

The Enchantress 


a are ruled by Neptune. They imply 
a use of the imagination. And no others can 
exercise their imaginations for weal or for 
woe half so potently as those in whose birth- 
charts the planet Neptune is unusually prom- 
inent. Such have the ability not merely to 
image things vividly in their own minds, but 
also possess an exceptional power to convey 
such images convincingly to the minds of 
others. By the power of mental images, so 
conceived as to give the proper suggestion, 
and otherwise unreinforced, Neptune minds 
are able to manipulate the desires of those 
they cantact, and thus control their actions. 

Uranus, which is prominent in the birth- 
charts of all orators, as determined by The 
Brotherhood of Light in an analysis of the 
birth-charts of jury lawyers, and politicians 
of the speech making type, whose hour of 
birth is known, sways people through the 
electromagnetic field of force such persons 
radiate from their high-tension nerve cur- 
rents. These etheric energies invade the 
nervous systems of those in their pres- 
ence, generating similar electric currents 
in them, which for the time being dominate 
their thoughts. More subtle methods may, 
or may not be used, but the chief avenue by 
which an individual of the Uranian type in- 
fluences the thoughts and conduct of others, 
is through magnetic control. 

Pluto, when prominent in a_ birth-chart, 
generates electrical energies of higher fre- 
quency and shorter wavelengths than either 
Uranus or Neptune. They are specially adapt- 
ed to long distance transmission, or even to 
communication between the astral and the 
physical plane. But they rely on vigor and 
force to accomplish their result, rather than 
upon the infiltration of some image, such as 
Neptune commonly employs. And all too 


often, whether between planes or merely be- 
tween those on the earth, the demands of 
Pluto are accompanied by a threat. Too fre- 
quently there is the implication, You do this, 
or else!

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Neptune, however, operates in a very dif- 
ferent manner. He conveys, either to the 
conscious mind or to the unconscious mind, 
an image which by its power of suggestion 
shall enlist the desire-energies of the un- 
conscious mind, and by diverting them to- 
ward the realization of this image, brings 
about that which has been decided. Neptune 
uses no violence and no display of force. 
It relies upon the quiet power of suggestion, 
which often is conveyed from one mind to 
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another without the recipient being aware 
that his actions are being influenced. 

The fifth-house of the natural chart is the 
house of love affairs and pleasures, and it 
is ruled by the sign Leo, symbolized among 
the constellations as a Lion. Thus the Lion 
became a universal symbol of desire, and is 
so used repeatedly in the Bible. When the 
desire was spiritual the king of beasts was 
represented in his beneficial sense, as when 
Christ is termed a Lion of the tribe of Juda; 
but when the desire was gross, such as leads 
to destruction, the beast was shown an- 
tagonistic, as when the devil is mentioned 
as a roaring Lion. 

When, therefore, Samson, in love with a 
girl, was met by a young lion which roared 
against him, it is to be inferred, especially 
as his parents disapproved, that he was beset 
by passions which raged within. But, as is 
set forth at considerable length, his life up 
to this time had been without blemish in 
thought or action, his mother being care- 
fully instructed even before his birth, Thus 
was the young lion easily conquered; and 
whatever his thoughts for the moment may 
have been, they were quickly vanquished 
by suggestive images of a more spiritual 

ind. 

Whatever house of the birth-chart Neptune 
occupies, the department of life thus ruled 
is in some manner dramatized; and drama- 
tization is due chiefly to suggestive appeals 
to the imagination which enlist the desires 
and thus give rise to emotion. People who 
have Neptune in the house of business, for 
instance, have ability as promoters, because 
they can convey the images of hoped for 
results effectively to the minds of other 
people, and enlist their desires, symbolized 
by the Lion of Arcanum XI, sufficiently to 
cause them to invest money. For example, 
the birth-chart of William T. Grant, founder 
and owner of the W. T. Grant and Co., 
Chain Department Stores, shows Neptune al- 
most exactly on the cusp of the house of 
business (10th). The chain this man built 
up embraced 375 stores, which are reported 
to have sold over 75 million dollars worth 
of goods in 1929. 

Or if we wish the chart of one who makes 
dramatic work his profession, and has been 
successful in promoting his own talents, 
Clark Gable has Neptune in the house of 
business (10th). Through his art he has been 
able to suggest to millions of women the 
ideal man; the kind in their imaginations 
they would like their husband or sweetheart 
to be. 

Radio work is ruled by the ninth house. 








One, therefore, who does such work, and has 
Neptune in this house of his chart of birth, 
has ability to dramatize his performances, 
giving them a suggestive power that will 


enlist the desires of his listeners. Such a 
chart has Ben Bernie, the orchestra leader 
whose radio programs have gained such wide 
popularity. 

Billy Sunday had Mars conjunction Jupiter 
on the cusp of the house of personality (1st), 
in opposition to Pluto, old-time fog of the 
underworld. He was religious, as the rising 
Jupiter implies; and he was active and ag- 
gressive, as indicated by the rising Mars. 
The opposition aspect to Pluto gave him a 
great determination to vanquish the devil. 
At the same time, Neptune made the sextile 
to Pluto and the trine to both Jupiter and 
Mars, from the house of entertainment (5th). 
Sunday was able to dramatize his knock- 
down drag-out fights with Satan so vividly 
that people thronged to see the show; and 
so powerful was the suggestive power of his 
performance that thousands flocked down the 
sawdust trail to seek the salvation which he 
so dramatically offered. 

Edith Cavell, the British war nurse who 
became a martyr and a heroine, had Neptune 
in the house of work and illness (6th). She 
dramatized the care of the afflicted so suc- 
cessfully that she became the head of a 
hospital training other nurses. And during 
the war she felt she had a special work, and 
did it, even though executed by German 
soldiers for so doing. This allegiance to her 
self-imposed task, in the face of almost cer- 
tain death, made her one of the most drama- 
tic figures of the World War. 

Such men as Bernard Shaw and David 
Lloyd George, who constantly dramatize 
themselves, and keep before the public what 
they do, have Neptune in the house of per- 
sonality (1st). And thus could one cite 
charts with Neptune in each of the other 
houses, all indicating that this planet works 
more powerfully than any other upon the 
imagination, and that the department of life 
shown by the house it occupies is in some 
manner dramatized and powerfully influ- 
enced by suggestion. 

When the ancient masters of stellar sci- 
ence, recognizing this principle, which we 
now know to be mapped in a birth-chart 
by the planet Neptune, decided to hand down 
some explanation of it to far distant pos- 
terity through the language of symbolical 
pictograph, to indicate the mildness of sug- 
gestions which have almost irresistible 
power, they pictured them as a maiden. 
Neptune is the higher octave of Venus, 
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the planet of love. Therefore is the crown 
which the maiden wears surmounted by a 
vase, which is a symbol of the affections. 
And as Neptune tends to idealize and to 
bring a renunciation of the lower aspects 
of sex, this vase of the affections is still 
further crowned by eagles, to indicate the 
trend which Neptune imparts toward spiri- 
tualizing love. 

The eagles are two in number, to indicate 
the longing which a prominent Neptune 
stimulates, especially when in the house of 
love or the house of marriage, for an ideal 
mate. These inner longings which Neptune 
gives when his influence is felt in reference 
to affectional matters, often are not fortunate 
in this practical workaday world; for such 
inner promptings give a feeling that some- 
where is a true spiritual mate, and could he 
be found that soul would respond to soul 
in ecstatic harmony, and quite apart from 
expressions which are physical. 

Yet we live in a physical world, and if we 
are to be successful in it we must adjust 
ourselves to its requirements. But regarding 
those things in our lives which Neptune by 
its house position in our chart of birth rules, 
we are apt to live in an imaginary and ideal 
world. If Neptune is in the house of mar- 
riage, for instance, we endow the partner-to- 
be with all the attributes which we desire 
he should possess; we build an ideal image, 
and worship at its shrine. And because we 
have expected so much, our disappointment 
is proportionally greater when harsh reality 
intrudes and we find that which we had 
deemed to be perfect, full of imperfections. 

The world of physical reality, with its 
sharp corners and jarring contacts, often 
becomes too painful to the supersensitive 
nerves of those with Neptune unusually 
prominent in their birth-charts. Weary of 
the conflict to adjust themselves to conditions 
which to them are full of pain, they flee 
from that which has become so disagree- 
able. The typical introvert always has Nep- 
tune prominent in his chart of birth. And 
when the mental planets also are afflicted, 
such an individual in his flight from reality 
may suffer a nervous breakdown, develop 
some peculiar phobia, or even live so com- 
pletely in a world of his own creation that 
he becomes quite helpless and a burden on 
society. 

Those who become nuns and monks, who 
renounce the world and its temptations for 
what they deem to be a spiritual life, usually 
have a prominent birth-chart Neptune. Saint 
Therese, for instance, the latest saint to be 
canonized by the Roman Catholic Church, 


had Neptune in her seventh house, in op- 
position to Mars in her first, in square to 
Saturn in her fourth, and in sextile to 
Venus, which was the ruler of her rising 
sign. Not only must one have ideals to be- 
come a saint, but one must, through the 
suggestive power of those ideals, strongly 
influence the lives of many others. 

Progressed aspects to Neptune, even those 
considered harmonious, frequently bring 
some renunciation or separation. The in- 
dividual, seeking some more ideal condition, 
or grown tired of the sensual and gross, 
leaves the environment he previously has 
occupied. Perhaps he separates from old- 
time friends, renounces love in its more 
physical aspects, retires from business, or 
makes something of a hermit of himself. It 
is seldom that a strong progressed aspect 
to Neptune passes without some renuncia- 
tion. The new energy received by the 
thought-cells within his unconscious mind 
mapped by Neptune give them greater ac- 
tivity, and they express it through increasing 
the desires for that which is utopian in 
reference to the things which Neptune rules 
in the chart. To realize that which the in- 
dividual at the time believes to be more 
ideal, he must relinquish less satisfactory 
things which he already has. 

When the desire-energies are enlisted in 
a cause, as they are the motive force behind 
all organic activity, action for the cause 
necessarily follows. And nothing seems so 
potent to divert desire-energies into a decid- 
ed upon channel as properly applied sugges- 
tions, The Lion pictured in Arcanum XI is 
the symbol of desires. And the maiden in 
this tarot picture called THE ENCHAN- 
TRESS, is portrayed as opening and closing 
without effort, with her hands, the jaws of 
this angry lion.. Thus did those who designed 
the picture convey the information to those 
willing to read, that the power of Neptune, 
working through suggestion, lies in the 
proper manipulation of desires. 

Let us consider this power in the light of 
recent investigations; for we now know that 
the desires of the thought-cells and thought 
organizations within the astral body are not 
merely the source of our three-dimensional 
behavior, but also of those four-dimensional 
activities which attract events into the life. 
To the extent they are energetic do they 
attract the attention of the unconscious mind; 
and to the extent the attention is thus called 
to those images by which they can be real- 
ized, are their energies released in that di- 
rection. 

For instance, a sensation arriving from the 
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external environment, an emotion released 
by a thought, a statement received as a sug- 
gestion, associates with certain thought- 
groups already in the astral body, giving 
them temporarily new energy, and tempora- 
rily thus increasing the power of the desires 
in the group to such an extent that action, 
both three-dimensional and four-dimension- 
al, results. That is, whatever desire is tem- 
porarily dominant determines what images 
shall be presented to the attention. Desires 
which at the time have less energy, perhaps 
through not connecting up with some ex- 
ternal source such as an objective thought, 
or visual image, receive proportionately less 
attention. 

Now let us consider that throughout its 
biologic past the unconscious mind has been 
conditioned, or trained, to release desire en- 
ergy in the direction of the image, or thought, 
which was the focus of its attention. In fact, 
attention is the focusing of desire energies. 
To the extent past associations permit the 
thought-cells and thought organizations 
within the astral body to be connected up 
with the image then present, are there desire 
energies temporarily diverted into an at- 
tempt to fulfill that image. 

Thus it is that whatever image is the sub- 
ject of attention, both the three-dimensional 
activities and the four-dimensional activities 
tend in its direction. They strive for move- 
ment to make the picture a reality, whatever 
it may be, because throughout all its past 
the soul has given orders to its various 
parts and to its physical organs and functions 
by using the language of such pictures. 

Few things are of greater importance than 
that which The Enchantress design teaches, 
not only in the application of suggestion, but 
in the use of thought for any purpose: than 
to realize that to the extent a given image 
is able to attract the attention of the un- 
conscious mind, is there three-dimensional 
and four-dimensional movement toward that 
image. 

The desire energies are diverted into the 
image irrespective of whether it is something 
beneficial or destructive. It is not for the 
thought-cells and thought groups of the un- 
conscious mind to discuss the merits of the 
matter. They have been trained to release 
their energies in the direction of whatever 
was before the attention, and this they do. 
Only to the extent other and contrary desires 
are able to capture some portion of the at- 
tention of the unconscious mind are they 
able to release their energies in activity. But 
if they are strong, they keep continually 
tugging to get some share of the attention, 








and thus enough supplementary energy to 
enable them to work. 

Resemblance closely associates opposite 
images. Black is thus associated with white, 
sweet with sour, pain with pleasure, moving 
forward with running away. So that unless 
a suggestion is applied with some considera- 
tion for the manner in which the unconscious 
mind already has been conditioned, or train- 
ed, instead of bringing the suggested image, 
or course of activity, to the attention, the 
previous associations may readily bring be- 
fore the attention the opposite image. Sug- 
gested bravery thus may bring to the at- 
tention of the unconscious mind the image 
of cowardly actions that have been taken in 
the past, and still further condition the in- 
dividual in the direction of cowardice. Sug- 
gested health may bring before the attention 
of the unconscious mind the various images 
of illness in the past, and Condition the 
individual still further in the direction of 
illness. 

Therefore, in the application of suggestion, 
that it may not have the opposite effect from 
that intended, a technic must be employed 
that will insure that the attention is directed 
to the proper image. This technic should be 
such that little conflict is developed. And it 
should as completely as possible hold the image 
vividly and persistently before the attention 
of the unconscious mind. It is because people 
with Neptune prominent in their birth-charts 
see such images more vividly than other 
people do that they respond more readily 
to suggestion, and have the power to influ- 
ence others through the mental pictures 
they encourage. 

The most satisfactory condition for getting 
the complete and undivided attention of the 
unconscious mind to an image or idea is 
when, through some process, the objective 
mind is placed in a state of quiescence so 
that the reasoning process is stopped. Rea- 
soning brings a succession of images, the 
process requiring a weighing and comparing 
of different viewpoints. To the extent, there- 
fore, that the critical faculties are thus active, 
is the attention moved from one image to an- 
other. 

Furthermore, in reasoning, the energies of 
the unconscious mind—the desire-energies 
of the thought-cells and stellar organization 
pictured by the Lion whose mouth the maid 
in Arcanum XI manipulates—are connected 
by energies with the brain cells and flow 
strongly outward. This outward flowing of 
the energies, commonly called being positive, 
is unfavorable for permitting any image to 
impress itself upon the thought organization. 
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That is, when the energies are flowing 
strongly outward, as they tend to do in ob- 
jective thinking, that activity hinders the 
reception of a thought or image by the un- 
conscious mind. But when the objective 
mind is relaxed, the thought or image meets 
no such outward energy. The person then is 
said to be in a negative state, and the image 
or thought, meeting no resistance is able 
strongly to impress the unconscious mind. 
Thus it attracts a large amount of the un- 
conscious attention, 

It is not necessary that a person should be 
asleep or hypnotized to be open to sug- 
gestions. The hypnotist gives his commands, 
once his subject is asleep, in a positive and 
forceful tone of voice. And because they 
are thus positive and forceful, they the more 
surely register and attract the attention of 
the unconscious mind. Yet when a person 
speaks to himself in such a forceful manner 
he is almost sure to be exercising his ob- 
jective mind. That is, his energies are ra- 
diating outward, and he is not in a state of 
reception. 

Instead of being so vigorous, if the in- 
dividual will relax and permit himself to 
become drowsy, or at least in a dreamy state 
of consciousness which is on the borderline 
of sleep, and repeat the suggestion to him- 
self in a droning sing-song voice, or think it 
over and over with barely enough energy 
to keep the thought present, and thinking of 
nothing else in particular, just let the mind 
drift, he will be using the best method to 
cause the suggestion properly to register. 

At night, just before going to sleep, while 
in that state when objective thought has 
almost entirely ceased, or in the morning 
while between the sleeping and the fully 
awakened state, is commonly the most con- 
venient time to attain this negative condition 
in which the unconscious mind is most re- 
ceptive to suggestion. As long as thoughts 
about the day’s work flow through the mind, 
or as soon as they commence in tke morning 
after waking, the energies are radiating out- 
ward, and the receptivity to that extent is 
hindered. 

Clinics where suggestion is employed ther- 
apeutically have found that suggestion com- 
monly can be applied quite as effectively 
without inducing the hypnotic sleep. And 
by observing the necessary conditions, such 
as avoiding statements that set up conflicts 
or such as encourage an image which is the 
opposite of the effect sought, and by applying 
the suggestion while the mind is free from 
radiating thoughts but instead is on the 
borderline toward the sleeping state, the in- 


dividual can apply suggestion to himself 
quite as effectively as it can be applied by 
another. . 


Suggestion, to which Neptune people are 
peculiarly susceptible, and which they also 
most effectively can apply, gains its force 
through the age old habit of the unconscious 
mind to divert as many desire-energies— 
symbolized by the Lion in the picture—as 
possible into the performance of the act, or 
into the establishing of the condition, which 
is held before the attention. 


To the extent other images or desires claim 
the attention of the unconscious mind, ‘is en- 
ergy drained from the one image into them. 
Thus the proper application of suggestion re- 
quires a technic in which the image decided 
upon is presented to the unconscious mind 
without connecting up, or bringing to the 
attention, images or desires which are op- 
posed to its realization. The more completely 
the image is able to dominate the attention 
of the unconscious mind, the more desire- 
energy from non-opposing thought groups is 
made available for its use. Such are the 
teachings, set forth in a modern language, 
which the ancient sages sought to depict in 
reference to Neptune, by the Enchantress 
who so easily makes the Lion do her bidding.

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Introduction to Hindu 
Astrology 


The Question Chart—Part I. 


ArTICLE No. 10 


There is a distinction in Hindu Astrology 
between what is called the Horary Chart and 
what is known as a Question Chart. I believe 
that the term usually applied to question 
charts by western Astrology is “Horary 
Charts” and that the branch of Astrology 
which has to do with the construction and 
delineation of charts designed to answer im- 
mediate questions is designated as Horary As- 
trology. In Hindu Astrology, the Horary 
Chart is one of the seven charts which are 
constructed for the nativity and the chart 
which is constructed to answer specific ques- 
tions of the moment is called the Question 
Chart. It is that particular procedure that 
I propose to describe in this article, since it 
differs in many respects from the system 
used in Western Astrology. 

The two systems are alike in that the 
charts are erected for the time of the par- 
ticular question, but they differ among other 
points in one particular circumstance and 
that is that more than one chart is necessary 
to correctly answer the question. In this 
article, I shall attempt to describe the two 
charts which are used and in a succeeding 
article I shall show how to delineate them. 
It must be borne in mind that questions may 
fall into two categories: 


(1) Those whose results are more or less 
momentary and have to do with imme- 
diate events of a trivial nature. 

(2) Those which have or are likely to have 
important and far-reaching results, 
which unless free will is exercised may 
change the destiny of the individual. 


It is sometimes difficult to separate these 
two classes of questions since what appears 
to be trivial and momentary may and often 
does have far-reaching effects, but neverthe- 
less there is this difference. In questions fall- 
ing within the first category, it is necessary 
to consult only the question charts which are 
to be described in these articles. In those 
falling within the second category, however,

it will be necessary in order to correctly di- 
agnose the question and to give a correct 
answer, that the life charts of the nativity 
be also consulted in conjunction with the 
question charts and the whole matter judged 
on a basis of balancing all the charts. In the 
majority of questions, however, the question 
charts will suffice and they are extremely ac- 
curate. 


FIRST QUESTION CHART 


This chart is not affected by the ephemeris 
positions of the planets but is used as a 
check on the second question chart and some- 
times it can be used alone without setting 
up any further charts. 

The Keys to this first question chart are: 
(1) The day of the week on which the ques- 

tion is asked. 

(2) The position of the questioner, that is the 
direction which he faces when asking the 
question. 

(3) The Key Chart for the planets which is 
described below and must be compared 
with the position chart of the planets for 
the day which will be described later. 

It will be seen from this chart that the 
Sun is in the East—Venus in the Southeast— 
Mars in the South—Rahu in the Southwest— 
Saturn in the West—Moon in the Northwest

The significances of the planets as used in 
this chart are as follows: 

(1) The Sun in the East—is the purifier of 
the soul—the vital force—the giver of 
life—signifies energy and joy in the un- 
dertaking and success in any endeavor. 

(2) Saturn in the West—restricts the life, is 
unfortunate and disastrous to the enter- 
prise, delays the outcome. 

(3) Mars to the South—gives courage, en- 
ergy, the ability to accomplish—the force 
to succeed—the power to undertake. 

(4) Mercury to the North—makes for inde- 
cision—timidity—fear of results—lack of 
singleness of purpose—vacillation. 

(5) Jupiter to the Northeast—imparts wis- 

dom and full knowledge of the enterprise 

and abundance of fulfilment—brings 
wealth and happiness, 

Venus to the Southeast—is significant of 

the degree of virtue chastity—the love 

motive—Karma—honor and fame—mo- 
rality and reputation. 

Rahu to the Southwest—denotes reck- 

less and sinful action—loss of wealth— 

sudden and unexpected reverses—im- 
petuous and destructive thoughts and 
deeds—violent enterprises. 

(8) Moon to the Northwest—changeability 
—uncertainty—moral instability. 

This Key Chart as shown is a constant and 
must be consulted and compared with a simi- 
lar chart made for the day of the question. 
The position of the planets as shown in the 
Key Chart is a sort of background to which 
are referred the daily positions and direc- 
tions. Read these daily charts in conjunction 
with the Key Chart and also with reference 
to the direction in which the questioner is 
facing. The daily charts are obtained by 
starting with the Sunday Chart as shown 
below. 

Now for each succeeding day in the week 
this chart will be different by the movement 
of all the planets in a clockwise direction 
into the next space. So that the positions 
of the planets would be as follows:

On Sunday again instead of using Rahu 
on the East, we place Saturn again on the 
East and come back to the original Sunday 
Chart. 
To answer a question by the use of these 
charts as given, it must first be immediately 
noted in what direction the questioner is 
facing at the time the question is asked. 
Three factors must be noted simultaneously: 
(1) The exact time of the question, date and 
year. 

(2) The day of the week on which the ques- 
tion is asked. 

(3) The position of the questioner. 

The next step is to note by consultation 
of the daily chart, which planet is in the di- 
rection in which the questioner is facing. 
Thus, if the question is asked on a Monday 
and the questioner is facing Southwest at the 
time of asking the question, the Sun will be 
the planet for that day which is in the South- 
west. This planet and its position with refer- 
ence to the constant fixed chart (see Fig. I) 
will be indicative of the success of the en- 
terprise with which the question is concerned. 
Similarly the planet at the questioner’s back 
must be consulted in like manner, since this 
planet is the chief factor in restricting or lim- 
iting the success of the enterprise and will 
indicate in what manner it is likely to be 
thwarted. In our example the planet at the 
back of the questioner would be Jupiter. As

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a rule, Saturn, Mercury and Moon are defi- 
nite hindrances or obstacles to success, the 
other planets being favorable. If this method 
only is employed, it is advisable not to use it 
between sunset and sunrise, without employ- 
ing in conjunction with it, the second chart 
to be described later. 

In judging by the use of this first chart 
method, the following rules will indicate the 
procedure. These are the result of referring 
the planets for the day’s chart to the con- 
stant or fixed chart: 


SOME CHART DELINEATIONS 


If the Sun in the chart for the day for in- 
stance be found to occupy the East as it will 
on a Saturday Chart, it will occupy the po- 
sition of the Sun in the Key or master chart. 
If the questioner therefore is facing East 
when he asks the question the Sun will be 
the planet which will bring success to the 
enterprise. In this case success will be as- 
sured because the Sun occupies his own po- 
sition. A list of a few comparisons of the 
day chart with the master chart is here given: 
Sun in Sun’s Position—favorable to any ac- 

tion—success in any enterprise. 

Sun in Moon’s position—very unfavorable to 
any undertaking. With this position it 
will be found that the question is likely 
to involve a very secret enterprise, which 
the questioner is most reluctant to di- 
vulge and the Astrologer may receive 
only part of the situation. 

Sun in Mars—with this position the questioner 
will be skeptical about the ability of the 
Astrologer or the truth of Astrology and 
will ask a question as a test, hoping to 
confound the Astrologer. It is liable to 
be a false question or a trap. If the ques- 
tion is sincere, it will have to do with 
either court decisions—purchase of real 
estate—or sale of property—and this po- 
sition is favorable for such enterprises. 

Sun in Mercury—not favorable for anything. 

Sun in Jupiter—favorable for questions con- 
cerning—court cases—litigation—debts— 
marriage or other partnerships. 

Sun in Venus—very good—chances of success 
extremely favorable. 

Sun in Saturn—unfavorable—too many ob- 
stacles and delays against any enterprise. 

Sun in Rahu—no matter what the Astrologer 
advises in this case, the questioner will 
act according to his own wishes and will 
be the cause of his own downfall, which is 
likely to be attended by scandal and dis- 


grace, 


MERCURY 

Mercury in Mercury—this position will result 
favorably for any enterprise. 

Mercury in Jupiter—very good for signing 
documents—negotiating important con- 
tracts or agreements, or signing promis- 
sory notes. For other matters it is not 
a good position. 

Mercury in Venus—very unfavorable and un- 
stable. 

Mercury in Saturn—sign nothing and write 
nothing with this position. Anything al- 
ready written will be a source of danger 
and loss. This position is usually accom- 
panied by loss of money—loss of law- 
suits—and is most unfortunate. 


Mercury in Rahu—see Sun in Rahu. 


Moon 

Moon in Moon—a powerful position result- 
ing in failure for any enterprise accom- 
panied by hard feelings and disputes. 

Moon in Mars—through persistence and the 
use of diplomacy and secret methods and 
pressure, the enterprise will be success- 
ful. Shrewdness is necessary to success. 

Moon in Mercury—very bad position—certain 
failure in any enterprise. 

Moon in Jupiter—excellent for success in any 
undertaking. 

Moon in Venus—very good for success, es- 
pecially with the help of the opposite sex 

Moon in Saturn—very unfavorable for start- 
ing any action. The efforts of the ques- 
tioner will be hampered by relatives. 

Moon in Rahu—see Sun in Rahu. 


In Mars 

Mars in Mars—the questioner will have the 
power and vitality and strength of pur- 
pose to make his enterprise successful 
and it will be so. 

Mercury in Mars—the problem confronting 
this questioner will have to do with false 
documents, signatures, witnesses. The an- 
swer must be unfavorable because he will 
run the risk of any action on this matter 
damaging his reputation and reacting 
against him even though falsely. 

Jupiter in Mars—a very favorable position es- 
pecially relating to questions about chil- 
dren. 

Venus in Mars—in order to have a successful 
outcome to the question, the questioner 
should be advised to conduct the matter 
through a second party or agent who is 
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younger than and of the opposite sex to 
the questioner. 

Saturn in Mars—a very bad position for any 
question. Any contemplated action on the 
part of the questioner is likely to result 
in criminal action or criminal responsi- 
bility. It is extremely bad for any ques- 
tion involving court action—disputes in 
the family—the incurring of fresh obli- 
gations or responsibilties. 


In JUPITER 

Jupiter in Jupiter—a most favorable posi- 
tion for all sorts of enterprises or con- 
templated actions. The successful ac- 
complishment of any undertaking is as- 
sured. 

Saturn in Jupiter—a favorable position for 
all questions except those having to do 
with children, dignity, honor and 
money. If the question is about money 
and the questioner is experiencing money 
difficulties, the period of financial stress 
will continue for ten (10) years. If 
trouble with children it will be ten (10) 
years before this trouble passes. 

Rahu in Jupiter—immediate and unexpected 
success in excess of expectations for any 
enterprise inquired about, followed by 
self-contentment and happiness. 

These are but a few samples of the combi- 
nations of the planets as shown in the day 
chart with those in the master chart. There 
are 64 such combinations which depend on 
the direction the questioner is facing at the 
time of the question. Sometimes the ques- 
tioner requests information as to the time 
which will elapse to the successful outcome 
of his venture and each of the planets must 
be considered as well as the position each 
daily planet occupies with reference to the 
master chart. As a general rule, the period of 
operation for each planet necessary to bring 
the matter to culmination or fruition are as 
follows: 

Sun—within 6 months. 

Moon—within a few hours. 

Mars—within a few days. 

Mercury—within two months, 

Jupiter—within one month. 

Saturn—within one year. 

However, reference must be made of the 
daily chart to the master chart in order to 
determine the time more accurately, As an 
example: 

The Sun in the position of Mercury— 
7 days or 7 months. 





The Sun in the position of Venus— 
3 months. 

The Sun in the position of Jupiter— 
9 days or 9 months. 

The Sun in the position of Mars— 
within one month. 

The Sun in the position of Moon— 
tends to lengthen and delay—unreliable. 

The Sun in the position of Saturn— 
no chance at all—delay will prove fatal. 

The Sun in the position of Rahu— 
time unpredictable but will happen suddenly 
and unexpectedly. 

The Sun in the position of Sun— 
an exalted position which will bring the mat- 
ter to fruition in one to two months. 


Moon in the position of the Moon— 
2 days, 2 months or 2 years. 

Moon in the position of Mars — 
15 days. 

Moon in the position of Jupiter — 
6 months. 

Moon in the position of Saturn — 


failure because of delay. 
Moon in the position of Mercury 
failure because of vacillation.

Moon in the position of Venus — 
2 months, 
Moon in the position of Rahu — 


suddenly and unexpectedly. 

Mercury in any position—destroys all 
chances because of vacillation. 

Saturn in any position—delays fruition over 
6 months and more often than not causes the 
death or end of the enterprise. 


Mars in the position of Mars — 
5 days to 1 week. 
Mars in the position of Jupiter — 


immediately. 

Mars in the position of Saturn—delays and 
failure. 

Mars in the position of Mercury—a long 
period beset with obstacles—enterprise only 
partly achieved in very small measure. 


Mars in the position of Venus—15 days. 


Rahu in any position—disappointment which 
comes suddenly and unexpectedly. 


It will be seen therefore that by the use 
of this method alone many questions can be 
answered quickly, chiefly as to the success or 
failure of any given enterprise. Details as 
to how to proceed and what steps to take, 
however, are better determined from the sec- 
ond method which can be used and should 
be used whenever possible in conjunction with 
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the method just described. An example of 
how to use this first method is given here- 
with and the reader should study these ques- 
tions and answers in the light of what has 
already been put forward and try to see the 
reasons why these answers have been made. 


EXAMPLE 


DAY—Sunday. 

POSITION OF QUESTIONER—facing West. 

Comparing the Sunday Chart (Fig. II) with 
the Main or Key Chart (Fig. I) -it will be seen 
that: — 

Saturn is in the house of the Sun. 

Rahu is in the house of Venus. 

Sun is in the house of Mars. 

Moon is in the house of Rahu. 

Mars is in the house of Saturn. 

Mercury is in the house of Moon. 

Jupiter is in the house of Mercury. 

Venus is in the house of Jupiter. 


The space at my disposal is too limited to 
explain in detail the reasons why the follow- 
ing answers have been given to the particular 
questions but a study of the foregoing will 
show in most cases how these answers were 
obtained. 


Ques.—Am I going to live long? Ans— 
Yes—because the Sun controls the physi- 
cal structure and Saturn confers longevity. 
By the same token, however, death will 
be the result of a long and painful sick- 
ness. Further, since Mars is in the house 
of Saturn, illnesses will be the result of 
accidents, to which the questioner is subject. 

Ques—Shall I ever be happy? Ans.—

There will be 
many obstacles to making money and much 
worry and anxiety over money matters. 


Ques.—Is it possible for me to save money? 
Ans.—_No—you can accumulate real estate 
but not cash. 


Ques.—Shall I inherit money? Ans—No 
—and if you do you will spend it foolishly 
or lose it. 

Ques—Should I undertake a journey? 
Ans.—No. 


Ques.—Can I count on assistance from my 
friend? —Ans.—No. 

Ques.—Shall I be happy with my brother 
or sister? Ans—No—there is possibility of 
immediate separation. 

Ques.—Shall I ever get out of debt? Ans. 
—No. 

Ques.—Shall I get money unexpectedly? 
Ans.—Yes. 

Ques—When? Ans.—In about a year—or 
longer, and it will not be as much as you 
expect. 

Ques.—What is my best vocation for a 
career. Ans.—Law—printing machinery— 
farming. 

Ques.—Shall I win my case in court? 

Ans.—No—adverse judge or mag- 
istrate. 

Ques.—Shall I be happy in my old age?

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SECOND QUESTION CHART 

The second question chart is constructed 
for the time of the question in exactly the 
same manner as a life chart and is identical 
with the chart set up by Western Astrologers 
for this purpose, except that the Ayanaunsh 
correction must be made to conform with 
Hindu methods. Instructions for erecting the 
Life Chart by the Hindu System were given 
in a previous article and it will therefore 
be unnecessary to repeat these instructions 
here. The planet’s places are found in the 
Ephemeris for the time and date that the 
question is asked. The reading of this chart, 
however, varies considerably from the West- 
ern System of Horary Astrology and is far 
more accurate as to detail. There are many 
factors in the reading of horary charts by 
the Western Method which contradict each 
other, and these .divergencies and contradic- 
tions are disposed of in the Hindu system 
by the accurate methods which are used to 
balance one factor against another as shown 
in the case of the Life Chart in preceding 
articles. The question chart after having 
been constructed is mapped out or divided 
into areas of influence as follows:— 
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These influence areas are: — 


(1) OPOCLIM-STAN—extends over the 
Third, Sixth, Ninth and Twelfth 
Houses. 

(2) PANFAR-STAN — extends over the 
Second, Fifth, Eighth and Eleventh 
Houses, 


(3) KENDRA-STAN—extends over the 
First, Fourth, Seventh and Tenth 
Houses. 





The only equivalents of these zones of in- 
fluence which I have found to exist in West- 
ern Astrology are the Angular, Succedent 
and Decadent Houses, but these three zones 
in Hindu Astrology are not parallel in their 
significance, as shall be seen later. Their 
influence is far more distinct and specific 
than any delineations which I have seen 
which have been developed to apply to the 
three types of Houses and it is very important 
in delineating a Hindu Question Chart that 
OPOCLIM, KENDRA and PANFAR be taken 
into consideration. 

Thus, if a chart be cast between mid- 
night and sunrise—the Kendra-Stan influ- 
ence in the first house of the chart will 
relate to friends—brethren—superiors—sick- 
ness—female enemies—servant’s death—chil- 
dren’s journeys—and the secret thoughts of 
the questioner. The fourth house Kendra- 
Stan will have to do with—the property of 
the dead—hidden wealth—cemeteries—the 
wealth of relatives—the wealth of secret 
enemies—the wealth of children—the sick- 
ness of friends—enemies of the employer. 
The Seventh House will have to do with 
fines—legal suits—marriage—open enemies 
—friends of relatives—friends of the son 
—the death of pets and animals—the duty ' 
of the friends. The Tenth House will relate 
to judges of the court—relatives of enemies— 
servants—servants’ children—health of the 
children—death of relatives, etc. 


Now if, however, the chart be cast for the 
time of a question asked between Sunrise and 
Noon—The Fourth House Kendra-Stan influ- 
ence becomes transferred to the First House, 
the Seventh House Kendra-Stan applies to 
the Fourth and so on: Thus, for a question 
asked between Sunrise and Noon, the First 
House will have to do with the property of 
the dead—hidden wealth, etc. (see Fourth 
House for Midnight to Sunrise Chart). The 
Fourth House will deal with legal suits— 
marriage—open enemies, etc. (see Seventh 
House in Midnight to Sunrise Chart). The 
Seventh House will relate to judges—servants 
—health of children, etc. The Tenth House 
will govern brethren—superiors—sickness— 
and so on. Planets found in these houses 
therefore will have to be delineated in differ- 
ent manner and will affect different depart- 
ments of life, depending on the section of 
the day in which the question is asked.

It will be seen, therefore, that the general 
influence of the houses vary as to the sec- 
tion of the day in which the question is 
asked. The planets must be combined with 
the houses in reading the chart just as ina 
natal chart except that these changes due to 
the KENDRA, PANFAR and OPOCLIM must 
also be noted. The power of each house and 
sign, in its effect on the planet which occu- 
pies it, must also be noted. 

To judge the power of the planets, the sys- 
tem of balancing by means of the Hadda bal, 
Dreshkan and Haddaunsh Tables, which were 
described in the September article, must be 
used, It might be well here to give a brief 
outline of the rulerships of each of the 
planets as used in the Hindu Question 
Chart: —

monthly temperature charts below. The 
United States has been divided into four 
zones, Atlantic Slope, South Central, North 
Central and Pacific Coast. The figures rep- 
resent the day of the month and their posi- 
tions on the chart show the variation from 
normal. 

The Weather may be figured for each day 
by means of the table below the map—on 
opposite page. The figures between the dates 
indicate the forecast character of the weather 
for that day. 
1—Signifies the approximate position on the 

map of LOW barometric pressure that day. 
2—Position of HIGH barometric pressure 

center for the date and region on the map. 
3—Signifies probable rainy, unsettled weather 

in that location for that day. 
4—Symbolizes clearing, quiet, dry weather. 
5—Is the symbol showing the storm center. 
6—An area of very light rain, or cloudy. 
7—Suddenly variable winds and. conditions.

8—Within clear area; showers few, receding. 
9—Partially cloudy, rains tending to increase. 
0—No great change; stationary conditions. 


Example—Supposing we wish to find out 
something as to what sort of weather might 
be expected in the great central river valleys 
on December 15, 1937, we first look over from 
the 15th to the column headed Central States, 
West Great Lakes, East Great Lakes and 
Ohio River Valley, and there find the sym- 
bols 30 73 30 and 30, and as the explana- 
tion above shows this means erratic winds 
and stormy about all that country with con- 
siderable precipitation. Referring to the chart 
we note that temperatures are above normal, 
therefore, we may reasonably expect a storm 
there at a time of quite mild weather, but 
immediately it is seen the temperature de- 
clines, hence we understand this to mean a 
cold wave with some clearing comes on the 
next day or two. This shows how the read- 
ing is to be done according to the figure 
symbols and the temperature movement as 
shown by the charts.

GENERAL INDICATIONS: December 
should bring to a grand climax the world- 
wide struggle for business advantages among 
groups or classes of people. In the sky 
Jupiter, planet of finance, makes its last op- 
position to Pluto; accentuating the use of 
drastic, cut-throat methods by certain fac- 
tions and the exertion of pressure by groups 
to force others to accede to their demands. 

World events during the past year have 
been greatly influenced by the several sepa- 
rative aspects (oppositions) Jupiter has made 
to Pluto. This has been one of the chief 
motivating forces behind the labor unrest, 
has markedly affected the struggle between 
the “haves” and the “have nots,” has brought 
about drastic religious upheavals in various 
countries (Jupiter rules religion), and is a 
dominant factor in the war-like activities of 
Europe and the Far East. After making this 
last opposition to Pluto on December 18, 
Jupiter moves forward through Aquarius, 
leaving the new order of things thus started 
to work themselves out as best they can. Of 
this we may be certain, that the world can 
not, and will not, return to the old order 
of things.

In the heavier Cycles both Saturn and 


Jupiter make minor aspects, bringing busi- 


ness and finance to the fore. But as the 
Mars Cycle chart is comparatively quiet, 
violence will not be quite such an outstand- 
ing feature as in November. 

The Lunation chart for December is an 
Eclipse figure. According to The Brother- 
hood of Light research, disasters and calami- 
ties occur where the shadow of the eclipse 
falls. The main path of this eclipse is across 
the North Pacific, its partial shadow visible, 
and so affecting, Japan, Korea, Manchukuo, 
Eastern Russia, Hawaiian Islands, Alaska, 
Western Canada, and the Pacific Coast region 
in the United States. Its heaviest influence 
apparently affects Japan and the Hawaiian 
Islands. 

The last important Eclipse figure was 
that of June, 1937. The main path of that 
phenomenon fell across the South Pacific. 
A village on a small island in that part of 
the world was destroyed by a volcano, with 
several hundred lives lost; while shortly 
thereafter the famous avitrix, Amelia Ear- 
hart, and her co-pilot, disappeared in this 
same region. 

Just how such disasters will manifest is 
difficult to predict. In this Lunation chart 
we have the planet of sea travel (Neptune) 
severely afflicted, square the planet of air 
movements (Mercury). In the U. S. Luna- 
tion we have Mars in the house of shipping, 
square to Uranus. Thus as affecting the 
United States it could well work out as un- 
expected storms of a very violent nature 
playing havoc with ocean travel. At least 
we may be sure that the North Pacific will be 
a most unhealthy spot, trouble of some kind 
being sure to materialize. 

The New Moon Cycle chart for December 
shows quite conflicting aspects, indicating a 
confusion of movements. Difficulties will 
arise, yet progress will be made. The Luna- 
tion ties in with the T-Square of Saturn, 
Neptune and Mercury, showing that doubt, 
fear, timidity, selfishness, worry and im- 
practicability are the worst factors with 
which we shall have to contend. The op- 
position of Jupiter to Pluto augurs uncer- 
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tain financial conditions, while Mars square 
Uranus brings out violence and abrupt ac- 
tion. 

The Grand-Trine of Saturn, Pluto and 
Venus should bring considerable that is bene- 
ficial and useful, especially giving impetus 
to organization and cooperative effort. This 
would be a splendid period in which to or- 
ganize large group movements for the ad- 
vancement of music, art, and the apprecia- 
tion of beauty. 

UNITED STATES: The chief news for De- 
cember in U. S. affairs will undoubtedly re- 
volve around labor and the activities of its 
various groups. This will probably be the 
worst period we shall have for inciting the 
country into nation-wide strike activity. 

The opposition of Jupiter to Pluto in the 
sky brings out the economic battle here, re- 
stimulating the elements already antagonistic 
to each other. Groups have formed, and 
others will form, which will use organized 
cooperative effort to acquire a portion of 
the wealth now possessed by a small per- 
centage of the people. 

In the Ingress chart for Washington we 
have a series of afflictions set off at this time, 
creating obstacles and hardships where labor 
is concerned. The New Moon Cycle chart has 
the house of labor (6th) heavily aspected, 
while even the significant aspect in the 
Jupiter Cycle chart (Jupiter sextile Uranus 
on December 24) involves our 6th house. 
Such labor movements will be specially dis- 
turbing to conservative business practices, 
the agitation causing tremendous losses to 
the country as a whole. As Neptune in the 
homes of the people (4th) is part of the 
T-Square in the Lunation showing the fric- 
tion between labor and business, the re- 
action will have considerable effect upon the 
home building program now in force. 

The Grand-Trine of Saturn, Pluto and 
Venus looks exceedingly favorable for re- 
organization and the stabilization of the 
movie industry. Involving the house of the 
stock market (5th), stocks and bonds should 
be steadied in a conservative, yet beneficial 
manner. Business in general has a restric- 
tive element hampering »management and 
economy, yet except for unsettled labor con- 
ditions and unfavorable weather, it should 
continue in the same generally favorable 
trend as the Fall months have indicated. 
Finances will be somewhat chaotic, as Pluto 
in the house of the people’s money is op- 
posed to the planet of finance (Jupiter). The 
trine Pluto receives from the Administra- 
tion (Saturn in 10th) shows the probability 


of the President dictating (Pluto) a mone- 
tary policy at this time. 

The Administration’s path is strewn with 
thorns during December. Worry and anxiety 
are the keynotes, the chief issues being for- 
eign affairs and conditions, the acute labor 
difficulties here, and the proposed activities 
of various farm groups whose actions will be 
greatly over-estimated. With Saturn in the 
tenth we.can expect heavy responsibilities 
and serious problems requiring careful con- 
sideration to absorb the attention of the 
President. Our foreign policy will need to 
be handled very carefully, as increasingly 
involved conditions arise. 

The courts will be most active, the decisions 
handed down creating considerable adverse 
comment. It is probable that a major con- 
flict will be indulged in regarding the Su- 
preme Court, its rulings, or its members. 
Congressmen will be violently antagonistic, 
not hesitating to broadcast their opinions. 
There will be an important exposé showing 
up the methods of certain Congressmen and 
probably also involving the Court battle. 

This is a most disastrous period for travel, 
with accidents, fires and general strife pre- 
vailing. Heavy losses will be sustained in 
foreign commerce and shipping, the disrup- 
tiveness placing an additional strain upon 
our international relations. 

Weather conditions of a peculiar nature 
will cause some damage to crops, and may 
endanger homes through floods. The opposition 
of Saturn to Neptune in the house having 
chief rule over weather (4th) adds to the 
severity of the conditions. The farmers are 
quite apt to be adversely affected by gov- 
ernmental policies, restricting the crops and 
adding to the difficulties by not making clear 
just what can and can not be done. 

The Eclipse, influencing the entire Pacific 
Coast, including Alaska, is indicative of 
calamity of some nature. With Neptune in 
the house ruling the land, and posited in the 
earthy sign Virgo, the disturbance could 
be an earthquake. The destruction can be 
expected in those regions where the heavy 
afflictions occupy the sensitive points of the 
charts. As such phenomena have an orb of 
influence before and after they are exact, 
we can look to the aspect of Mars square 
Uranus in the sky, on November 26, to 
bring the greatest violence. 

Mars semi-square Mars in the Mars Cycle 
chart on December 3rd gives a discordant 
trend to the first week of the month. In 
the U. S. chart, Mars occupies the house of 
death (8th), indicating numerous violent 
deaths for this week. 
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CANADA: The most outstanding indica- 
tion is that of severe weather conditions dur- 
ing December throughout the whole of the 
Dominion. In politics, economy measures 
will come to the fore, with new methods of 
taxation receiving public interest. Trans- 
portation and commerce are seriously af- 
flicted, indicating heavy losses. The shadow 
of the eclipse falls over Western Canada, 
so some disturbance is likely in that sec- 
tion of the country. 

EUROPE: Lunation charts for most of the 
European countries have Neptune in the 
house of the people (1st), opposing Saturn 
in the house of other countries and open 
enemies (7th). A wave of fear and timidity 
will sweep over central Europe, affecting 
most of the important countries. Each will 
be afraid of what its neighbor will do, and 
therefore will not be inclined to take direct 
action just at the present time. This com- 
bination of fear and hate may bring a stale- 
mate in war activity for the present, but 
surely will break forth into activity sooner 
or later. 

An unexpected move on the part of the 
British army will occur, attracting much 
criticism from other countries. Foreign com- 
merce and shipping is heavily afflicted, so the 
sinking of British vessels and other war-like 
measures will stir up considerable strife. 
Great Britain appears to be on the defensive 
during December, with foreign affairs and 
activities involving her Colonial possessions 
being most troublesome. It is likely that 
England will be forced to make decisions and 
to take action against her inclination. A 
peace at any price attitude will be very 
strong in some quarters, so that much in 
the way of actual aggression can not be 
expected, 

Labor conditions are very disruptive, ready 
, to break forth into open violence at the least 
provocation. The only factor preventing 
such labor strife is the timidity and hesitancy 
of the people under such a strong Neptune 
influence. 

Germany faces rather a critical period, 
there being much public sentiment con- 
flicting with Hitler’s opinions. As Jupiter 
again is afflicting Pluto this will manifest 
in further religious persecutions. This is an 
unfortunate time in which to try to force 
the issue of returned Colonial possessions, 
the*heavy T-Square to the house of colonies 
(4th) showing loss rather than gain. Rela- 
tions with other countries will become more 
and more strained. 

In Italy we find Mussolini confronted with 
a strong pacifist element threatening to 





wreck his martial ambitions. Financial ex- 
pansion is favored, benefitting the people as 
a whole. The development and promotion 
of new methods in transportation and com- 
munications will be outstanding, specially 
stimulating research work and the produc- 
tion of unusual methods. 

Russia has a more favorable Lunation 
chart, beneficial to the people in general 
and aiding the financial condition of the 
country. Direct action on the part of Rus- 
sia’s leader is to be expected. Aggressive 
measures for building up the national de- 
fense and for military equipment in general 
will be stressed. 

Violent deaths, particularly the death of 
children, will be important. As Mars is here 
the ruler of open enemies, afflicting the house 
of death (8th), other countries will be in- 
volved in some manner. Jupiter entering 
the sign ruling Russia (Aquarius) will bring 
into prominence methods of finance and 
commerce, and will influence the religion and 
philosophy of the people. This will be in- 
teresting to watch, as in politics Jupiter rules 
capitalism. 

FAR EAST: In spite of having Jupiter in 
the first house of the New Moon Cycle chart, 
December will be a serious month for Japan. 
Other countries will form pacts and agree- 
ments which tend to force Japan to do as they 
wish, such group activities seriously affecting 
the Japanese financial conditions. Money will 
be spent lavishly on arms and munitions to 
keep her war machine in the field. 

At this time the Japanese aggressiveness 
seems to defeat its own purpose. The plane- 
tary indications show that she is more apt 
to lose land which she has already “ac- 
quired,” rather than making additional gains. 

With the shadow of the eclipse falling on 
Japan, Uranus ruling the homes of the peo- 
ple becomes unusually significant. The close 
square of Mars to Uranus clearly shows de- 
struction of buildings with consequent loss 
of wealth and personal property of the peo- 
ple. This Lunation indicates the probability 
of having warfare brought to the Japanese 
shores, and terriffic destruction will follow. 
Loss of life will prove a grave disappoint- 
ment, depressing the morale of the people. 

China has one of the most active New 
Moon Cycle charts for this period, the Luna- 
tion falling in the first house, very close to 
the Ascendant. The hopes of the people will 
be greatly stimulated, a decidedly optimistic 
attitude being prevalent. Air travel is out- 
standing, the trine of Jupiter to Neptune in 
the house of travel showing the financing

Voltaire 


ae AROUET was born on No- 
vember 21st, 1694 in the city of Paris. He was 
baptized the following day as he was a puny, 
frail infant expected to die at any moment. 
For the next eighty-three years he continued 
to hold onto life with that same precarious 
but powerful grasp. Modern medicine would 
probably diagnose his case as one of extreme 
allergic sensitivity. His mother, a lively 
woman of refinement and good but undis- 
tinguished family, died when he was seven. 
This lack of womanly tenderness plainly 
showed in his character, although in his 
voluminous works he made only several com- 
monplace references to her. His father, a 
prosperous notary who had among his clients 
the Dukes Richelieu, Sully, Saint-Simon, the 
old poet Boileau and the perennial Ninon 
de l’Enclos, was a practical and very success- 
ful business man—he intended to make a 
lawyer of his precociously clever younger 
son. 

Nicknamed from babyhood “master wilful,” 
the little boy seems to have attracted a great 
deal of attention in the sophisticated group 
frequenting his mother’s house. At the age 
of three, his godfather, the good-natured, 
cynical and profligate Abbe Chateauneuf who 
claimed distinction as the last lover of Ninon 
de l’Enclos, had taught him to repeat “Le

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Moisade,” a poem intended to debunk both 
Moses and all other religions. He learned 
to read out of La Fontaine’s “Fables.” The 
older brother Armand had been educated by 
the Jansenists and had imbibed fully their 
gloomy, austere fanaticism—he was at one 
time under arrest during the persecution of 
the Jansenists. Between him and his clever, 
petted younger brother there was a chronic 
irritation which grew into bitter dislike and 
complete estrangement. A sister, eight years 
older than Francois, was unimportant to him 
—at the time of his mother’s death she was 
about to be married; her daughter Madame 
Denis became Voltaire’s housekeeper when he 
was left a lonely old man by the death of 
Madame de Chatelet, remaining with him 
for twenty-eight years. 

At the age of ten, Francois was sent to a 
Jesuit school—St. Louis le Grand—the finest 
school in Paris, attended by two thousand 
boys, mostly sons of the aristocracy. En- 
tirely under the domination of the Church, 
the school taught Latin and rhetoric, the- 
ology and a respect for classical culture. He 
soon found he was learning “neither the con- 
stitution nor interests of my country; not a 
word of mathematics or of sound philosophy. 
I learnt Latin and nonsense.” But his swift, 
arrow-like intelligence and his enthusiasm 
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made any sort of learning a pleasure. He was 
fond of the Fathers and would usually make 
his delicate health a pretext to talk with them 
while the other boys played games. When 
teased, he would say, “Everyone must jump 
and amuse himself after his own fashion.” 
One tutor who always listened to his eager 
questions about history and politics remarked, 
“That boy wants to weigh the great questions 
of Europe in his little scales.” But he was 
not above slipping a few icicles into the holy 
water stoup to hasten the lighting of the 
school stoves. Several of his teachers as 
well as some of his aristocratic school-mates 
were life-long and loyal friends, in spite of 
his iconoclasm. At eleven he was already 
writing verses and on leaving the college 
he was determined to be a man of letters, 
to which his father countered, “Literature 
is the profession of the man who wishes to 
be useless to society, a burden to his rela- 
tives, and to die of hunger.” 

Forced, at eighteen, into the distasteful 
study of law, young Arouet wasted his time 
and spent most of his energy in carousing 
with a brilliant, vice-ridden circle of friends 
presided over by the Abbe Chalieu, called 
“the dissolute Anacreon.” Educated and 
perfectly trained in the social conventions of 
the courts, he was admitted to the best so- 
ciety of his day because he had audacity, 
brilliant wit, self-confidence and an amazing 
personal charm. One night at the Prince of 
Conti’s supper he exclaimed, “Here we are 
all princes or poets!” His father exiled him 
to a provincial town, where he became as 
popular as in Paris, threatened him with the 
Bastille if he did not reform, finally sent 
him as page to a diplomat at The Hague, 
where he climaxed his former escapades by 
falling violently in love with the young 
daughter of a Protestant refugee. Darling 
Pimpette swore eternal fidelity when Fran- 
cois was ordered back to Paris, but her 
mother had bigger game in mind than a 
penniless younger son; Pimpette became a 
Countess and the young man of nineteen be- 
came severely disillusioned about women. 
For the first time he applied himself to his 
legal studies and learned enough to make 
a shrewd business man of himself. His train- 
ing developed “his perfect understanding of 
the intricacies of business, his clear-cut man- 
ner of thinking, his fertile administration of 
affairs, and the rare skill which he showed 
in the investment of funds and in the man- 
agement of a fortune larger than any hitherto 
amassed by a single person.” 

Sent by his father to study law with the 
Marquis de Sainte-Ange, he found this man’s 





encyclopaedic knowledge of history gleaned 
from his own intimate connection with the 
courts of the three previous reigns more fas- 
cinating than study. The material for his 
epic poem, “The Henriade” and his history, 
“Siecle de Louis XIV” began to take form 
during this interlude. In the summer of 
1715 the death of Louis XIV ended the sombre 
atmosphere of the court; the Regency came 
in with a burst of social splendor and artistic 
endeavor. Young Arouet, with a play, 
“Oedipe” in his pocket, came back to make 
Paris his oyster. : 

Brandes says, “Once upon a time a bundle 
of nerves, charged with electricity, capti- 
vated Europe and enlightened it.” In youth, 
Voltaire could not have been called handsome 
—he was lean, always physically delicate and 
mentally bursting with vitality. His bril- 
liant dark eyes, drooping hook-nose, sardonic 
mouth, his long, prominently featured face 
gave a charming impression only because of 
his quick wit, his childish gaiety and his in- 
stinctive, graceful eloquence. He spent a 
great deal of time ill in bed, yet nothing ever 
forced him into a quiet or inactive existence. 
“Nothing is more wholesome than to keep go- 
ing,” he said. “I go. I come. I sup at one 
end of the town, to sup the next night at the 
other. From a company of three or four inti- 
mate friends you have to fly to the Opera, 
to the Comedy, have to see the curiosities like 
any stranger, to embrace a hundred persons 
in one day, make and accept a hundred pro- 
testations: not one instant to yourself, no time 
to write, or think, or sleep. I am like the old 
Roman who was smothered under the flow- 
ers that were heaped upon him.” In prison 
he wrote, in the country he administered his 
large estate and built up a colony with its 
own industries, along with “the downpour of 
pamphlets, epistles, stories, poems and let- 
ters that was showered on France for so 
many years.” 

Paris laughed over the wicked and scan- 
dalous poems Arouet wrote to please his ti- 
tled friends—also over many more which 
sounded clever enough to have been his. Two 
of the latter, commenting on the sad state of 
France and on the Regent’s private life, re- 
sulted in eleven months in the Bastille for 
the presumptuous poet. He came out with 
his epic “Henriade” and a new name—Vol- 


taire. “I was very unlucky under my first 
name, I want to see if this one will succeed 
any better.” 


On November 18, 1718, Voltaire’s play 
Oedipe was produced in Paris. A perfect 
play in its own day, its classic Greek theme 
was sensational, alluding to the current accu- 
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sation against the Regent and his daughter, 
the Duchess du Berri. The play ran forty- 
five nights—a record—and the Regent made 
a great point of showing the author his favor 
with a gold medal and a thousand crowns. 
Voltaire invested his profits with canny suc- 
cess. Another clever satire on the Regent— 
again not Voltaire’s—caused his exile to the 
country. His second play, Artemire, produced 
in February, 1720 was a dull failure—which 
had the misfortune to be presented just after 
John Law had ruined half Paris with his 
bursting speculative bubble. In December, 
1721 Voltaire’s father died, leaving his brother 
a lucrative post and the poet a moderate 
yearly income in trust. With his two pen- 
sions from the Regent and the young King, 
Voltaire had the foundation for the large for- 
tune he earned through business acumen. 
He made huge sums out of the provision of 
army supplies, traded with Spain and Amer- 
ica, engaged in various more or less shady 
speculations and even won in a lottery. 

On November 6th, 1723, Voltaire contracted 
smallpox. Believing his end had come he 
called a priest, made his confession and his 
will. By the summer of 1725 he was at court, 
with powerful friends and the favor of the 
new Queen. He was prosperous, received 
everywhere and a literary celebrity. At thirty 
he had everything—apparently. 

The turning point of his life—the event 
which made him into the reformer and the 
fighter for social justice—came on February 
4th, 1726. Somewhat earlier, the Chevalier 
de Rohan, unworthy scion of a powerful fam- 
ily, had provoked Voltaire by asking arro- 
gantly, “Monsieur de Voltaire, Monsieur 
Arouet, what is your name?” He replied, in 
substance, “The difference between our names 
is that I honor mine, while you dishonor 
yours.” On the night of the 4th, Voltaire was 
called from the table of a Duke to speak to 
someone outside. De Rohan’s lackeys beat 
him severely with sticks while the young 
noble leaned from his carriage and instructed 
them not to hit the poet’s head “as that is 
still good to make the public laugh.” Tech- 
nically, the law decreed that the Chevalier 
was punishable by death for this offense— 
actually Voltaire’s noble friends were greatly 
amused. According to a letter of the time, 
“the poor victim shows himself as much as 
he can at court, in the city, but no one pities 
him, and those whom he thought his friends 
turn their backs on him.” Overcoming his 
natural physical cowardice, Voltaire took up 
fencing in order to challenge his enemy—only 
to be locked up in the Bastille. He was 


soon released for a voluntary exile in Eng- 


Trivial as the beating of an upstart poet 
may have seemed, this incident was the’ be- 
ginning of the French revolution. The re- 
maining fifty-two years of his life Voltaire 
devoted his burning genius to the violent and 
unrelenting attack on abuses of power by 
both Church and State. He said, “I have no 
sceptre but I have a pen.” That pen spelled 
the doom of kings and broke the temporal 
yoke of priestcraft masquerading under the 
holy name of religion. Corrupt society had 
aroused the passion of Scorpio and turned 
against itself that hatred of evil which not 
even death has silenced. Voltaire’s writings 
are now obsolete—except his philosophical 
tale “Candide,” which cannot be left unread 
by anyone wishing to be well educated—be- 
cause the gross abuses he fought have ceased 
to exist, at least in the form he knew them. 
Some of us still perceive a mote or a beam in 
the social structure and there are still men 
like Upton Sinclair to carry on the Vol- 
tairean tradition—“Ecrasons l’infame.” 

The thirty-four months spent in England, 
though at first marred by grave financial dis- 
aster and illness, brought him in contact with 
almost “every celebrated person in it.” The 
England of Newton and Locke, of religious 
tolerance and political freedom sent him back 
to his own country a scientist and a philoso- 
pher. Along with the homage paid to art 
and science, he observed the relative lux- 
ury of the English farmer who “ate white 
bread, was decently clothes and did not risk 
crushing taxation if he enlarged his farm or 
covered his roof with tiles.” The French 
peasantry in his day was described: “One 
sees human animals,-male and female, dis- 
tributed over the country, black and sun- 
burned, bound to the soil, in which they dig 
and toil with unconquerable stubbornness. If 
they straighten up they show human features 
and are people. At night they retire into their 
caves where they live on black bread, water 
and roots.” 

Back in Paris, the next few years were 
filled with successful plays and poems, con- 
troversy and danger from the censors. A 
poem on the death of his friend, the great 
actress Adrienne Lecouvrier, sent him into 
exile. Thirty years later he wrote: “Actors 
are paid by the King and excommunicated 
by the Church; they are commanded by the 
King to play every evening, and by the 
Church forbidden to do so at all, If they do 
not play, they are put into prison; if they do 
they are spurned into the kennel.” Voltaire 
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always feared that he too would be refused 
burial and thrown on a carrion heap; this 
morbid concern with the fate of his bones 
led- him to perform many a _ hypocritical 
obeisance to the Church. In order to be 
admitted to the French Academy he did 
anything possible to placate his opponent— 
even managed to dictate his “Mahomet,” de- 
bunking the religion of the prophet, to the 
Pope and to have the dedication formally ac- 
cepted. But in May, 1734, the publication of 
his “English Letters” forced him to leave 
Paris not to return until shortly before his 
death for a brief triumph. 

Women did not play a great part in Vol- 
taire’s life; like many other men of genius 
he was too self-centered for any great emo- 
tional attachment. There were casual armours 
following his first disillusion, many disav- 
pointments. Adrienne Lecouvrier left him 
for another man, though she remained his 
friend and died in his arms. Tallentyre says: 
“His relations with women—niece or mis- 
tress—always show him in some respects in 
his best light; patient, forbearing and faith- 
ful; generous to the memory of a false 
woman, giving honour where honour was 
due, respecting intelligence, and never weary 
of trying to turn a fool into a sensible com- 
panion.” 

At thirty-nine he met Madame du Chate- 
let, his divine Emilie. Intellectual, passion- 
ate, “something of a philosopher and a 
shepherdess,” she was according to the cus- 
toms of the day very little encumbered by 
her husband and two children. At twenty- 
seven she had translated the Principia of 
Newton and was an expert mathematician, as 
well as a woman of the world. Voltaire, 
threatened with the Bastille again, retired 
with her to Cirey, her country estate near 
the border of Lorraine. Their union lasted 
fourteen years, passionate, stormy and torn 
by constant strife, yet bound by the most 
perfect mental companionship. Voltaire 
would not leave her, even for Frederick of 
Prussia who had been his admiring corres- 
pondent for years and who begged him to 
come to Berlin to live. But the aging Vol- 
taire found that platonic love was not enough 
—Emilie died in giving birth to the child of 
handsome young St. Lambert. As the two 
men left her room, Voltaire fell on the stone 
stairway and was stunned. Revived by St. 
Lambert, he cried with tears in his eyes, 
“You have killed her!” He wrote when he 
was calmer, “I have not lost a mistress, I 
have lost half of myself, a soul for which 
mine was made.” 

Left alone, he went to Frederick’s court 


on July 10, 1750. The friendship between 
autocrat and iconoclast took nearly three 
years to come to its obvious conclusion, a 
letter written by Voltaire intended to come to 
Frederick’s eye: “(the King) might have re- 
membered that for fifteen years he wooed me 
with tender favors; that in my old age he 
drew me from my country; that for two years 
I worked with him to perfect his talents; that 
I have served him well and failed him in 
nothing; that it is infinitely below his rank 
and glory to take part in an academic quar- 
rel and to end as my reward by demanding 
his poems from me at the hands of his sol- 
diers.” After an interval the correspondence 
was renewed, lasting until Voltaire’s death, 
but it was never quite the same. 

Not daring to return to France, Voltaire 
bought an estate, Les Delices, in Switzerland 
and became a great landlord. He had four 
carriages and kept open house. But the 
Protestant pastors objected to his theatre; also 
he was indiscreet in praising the Protestant 
ministers “for believing neither in the Bible 
nor in Hell, and in being like himself simple 
Deists.” Purchasing two estates over the 
French border, he wrote, “I lean my left flank 
on the Jura, my right on the Alps, and I have 
the Lake of Geneva in front of my camp. A 
handsome chateau on the confines of France, 
the hermitage of Les Delices on Genevan ter- 
ritory, a fine house at Lausanne: in this way 
I creep from den to den, escaping from Kings 
and from armies.” 

At Ferney, he spent the rest of his life 
in idyllic activity. He wrote, received visi- 
tors, championed the victims of legal injus- 
tice, fought with his enemies, gave private 
theatricals, built and planted, transformed the 
village into a thriving town busy with silk- 
making, lace-making, and a watch factory. 
Ferney became a miniature paradise pre- 
sided over by the kindly patriarch. 

After twenty-eight years away from Paris, 
he wrote, “If I want to commit a folly noth- 
ing will prevent me.” In his eighty-fourth 
year he “caused the last great commotion in 
Paris under the old regime.” His new play 
was received with wild acclaim, the aged au- 
thor being crowned with laurel and borne 
by the crowd to his hotel. The court did not 
dare to interfere with his popular triumph. 
He became seriously ill but kept up all 
possible activities. A strange abbe thrust him- 
self in to hear a deathbed confession, declar- 
ing his intention not to move an inch until 
he heard one. Voltaire asked, “From whom 
do you come, M. l’Abbe?” “From God him- 
self.” “Well, well, Sir, your credentials?”

3 a is a month of mingled disillu- 
sion, energy and improving employment con- 
ditions. The faith of the people in their 
government has been undermined by recent 
political rivalries; the feeling of oppression 
and of fear that foreign ideas of dictatorship 
are gaining ground brings business initiative 
to the place where those in power find the 
prospect bleak and discouraging. The ques- 
tion of what is to be done for that section of 
the population unable to care for its own 
needs will be the stumbling block in both 
politics and business.

The sign Cancer rises, with the rul- 
ing Moon conjunction the Sun in the Sixth 
house, which rules employment, public health, 
work, service and labor problems. The Moon 
and Sun are sextile to Mars, quincunx to 
Uranus and semisquare Jupiter. The major 
aspects along with the lunation, though not 
in aspect to it, are the square of Mercury to 
Saturn and the sextile of Venus to Jupiter, 
trine to Saturn. 

Cancer is the sign of the common people, 
of commerce and daily needs such as food, 
shelter and family supplies. The sign ex- 
tends over the cusp of the financial section 
of the chart also, indicating that the condi- 
tion of the people of the nation and of their 
financial prospects as well as their health and 
employment will be concerned in the impor- 
tant developments during this lunation. Social 
reconstruction is in the air; the main concern 
of humanitarian groups, legislators and social 
workers is to make more progressive condi- 
tions in employment and to help more people 
fit themselves for work in new occupations. 
Labor unions play a prominent part in the 
social consciousness; they are still aggressive 
but are working out new methods of attract- 
ing membership more in line with construc-

tive, permanent social policies. For the first 
time in months we may see unions taking 
constructive advantage of legal rights and 
employing the laws of human psychology to 
build their groups of workers. A weeding 
out of the more radical organizers is in 
order, to prevent heavy-handed government 
control. This does not mean that the admin- 
istration and labor have split; a stronger 
coalition is in process of formation, regardless 
of press criticism and rumblings about dic- 
tatorship. 

Employment is stimulated by active export 
business, particularly in steel and metals, 
foods, automobiles and machinery. Transpor- 
tation and the auto industry are booming. 
Luxury trades, clothing and all lines de- 
signed for beauty rather than strict utility 
are very strong. Credit buying makes an 
enormous amount of additional employment— 
a constructive force this month as credit re- 
quirements have been made more restrictive 
in the interests of safety to all concerned. 
A more favorable financial balance is being 
obtained by the administration. Military ex- 
penditures are kept moderate, in line with 
the policy of staying out of other people’s 
wars; tax collections are higher and industry 
is stronger—the worst problem is what to do 
about necessary relief and agricultural head- 
aches. 

Building trades and real estate are practi- 
cally paralyzed; government housing and slum 
clearance policies are infected with futility 
or are blocked by the undercover influence 
of selfish vested interests. The late building 
boom has ceased; people who work for a liv- 
ing have had to renounce their dreams of 
home ownership as all costs rose too high. 

Flood control, relief for the dust bowl and 
other worn-out or devasted regions and wel- 
fare housing are problems which arouse bitter 
opposition to the administration and which 
seem at the present time to be impossible of 
solution. The 13th to 20th seem to be that 
darkest hour before dawn. 

Foreign affairs and diplomacy progress un- 
expectedly well, after the discouragement 
shown on December 2nd. There may be a re- 
alignment of friendly nations abroad — one 
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which is helpful to our commerce and na- 
tional prestige. 

The United States chart indicates bitterness 
over tax and war debt situations; some friend- 
ly nation may be refused a favor, near De- 
cember 2nd. Unfriendly publicity is given 
to members of Congress; an older or more 
conservative member may be taken by death. 
Speculation and private enterprise are in- 
sidiously dangerous and discouraging near 
December 13th to 20th and again near the 
23rd and 29th. The children of the nation 
are likely to suffer under this square formed 
by the Sun between Neptune and Saturn; 
tragedies can result from neglect or ignor- 
ance such as epidemics, collapse of buildings 
or great material hardships. Labor agree- 
ments are constructive near December 5th; 
organizations become both more practical and 
more fair. Problems of charity and public 
welfare are more easily solved than usual 
near the 11th, 28th and 3lst. New methods 
are accepted readily. 

President Roosevelt is very discouraged or 
fearful about problems of the home and mar- 
riage, or about building, agriculture and his 
opponents near the 2nd, 13th to 20th, 23rd and 
29th.

However, dying of cancer and bronchial 
hemorrhages, Voltaire confessed to the priest 
for whom he had sent and signed a state- 
ment that he died in the Catholic religion in 
which he was born and that if he had scan- 
dalized the Church he asked pardon of God 
and of it. On May 30, 1778 Voltaire died— 
in the torments of the damned according to 
some witnesses—calmly and peacefully ac- 
cording to friends who were present. That 
night the body was secretly taken to the 
cellar of the cloister at Scellieres by Vol- 
taire’s nephew, the abbe Mignot, and buried 
with full rites. The Prior was dismissed, 
though Mignot remained unpunished. Thir- 
teen years later the Revolution brought Vol- 
taire’s body to the Pantheon, between the 
tombs of Descartes and Mirabeau. But in 
1814 some young reactionaries came by night, 
broke into the tomb and carried the sack 
of pitiful bones to the city dump. Voltaire’s 
measure of his enemies’ hatred had been a

GENERAL INDICATIONS 


a. opens with an eclipse of the 
Sun in Sagittarius, falling in the sixth house 
of the figure for the New York City and 
Eastern areas of the United States. Saturn is 
highly elevated in the tenth, in Pisces, pow- 
erful and direct in motion, and squared by 
Mercury in the sixth on the 2nd, the day of 
the eclipse. The prices of various stocks 
should receive a stimulus at this time, with 
steel, irons and mines among the issues that 
should give the market a rallying forward 
push, the outlook for steel being particu- 
larly bright. 

Unfavorable rumors may continue to in- 
fluence the labor industry adversely. The 
prices of various foodstuffs, also clothing, 
should rise. As the eclipse falls in square 
to Neptune, which planet rules oils, these 
issues may decline somewhat. 

The influence of the eclipse will endure for 


the first half of the month of December, the’ 


critical days being the 2nd, the eclipse date; 
the 10th and 11th, when the market may be 
more bearish than previously; the 13th, when 
considerable confusion may prevail, or dan- 
ger of overconfidence, or ill-founded opti- 
mism. Although prices may rise on this lat- 
ter date, it appears a shaky one, but on the 
whole a good day for profit-taking on a 
quick turn-over. 

The 17th brings us to the month’s turning 
point—a critical date indeed. There is a 
strong possibility of a price decline around 
this period. Due to a rising Uranus in the 
New York area at the time of the Full Moon, 
the influence of which will be felt during the 
week of December 17th to 24th, the unex- 
pected may be looked for in the market’s ac- 
tivity at this time. This Full Moon falls in 
the second house, squaring Neptune on the 
sixth house cusp, and Saturn in the twelfth, 
adversely affecting clothing manufacturing 
concerns, food products and the labor in- 
dustry. 

Jupiter changes signs, from Capricorn to 
Aquarius, on the 20th. Following this date 
public consciousness should change consider-

ably. Business should become more tolerant 
and generous, more apt to concede to the 
demands of labor, resulting in renewed con- 
fidence and a more optimistic, humanitarian 
outlook for 1938. However, Jupiter may not 
be able to get in his good work right away, 
due to a solar square to Saturn on the 20th. 
This latter influence may be a depressing one 
on the market’s action, occasioning various 
declines at that time. The 24th is another 
date for cautious market activity. 

The month’s outlook looks considerably 
brighter toward its close. At least, the dead- 
lock between capital and labor should be 
broken, with Jupiter’s entrance into Aquarius, 
and this should have a beneficial and uplift- 
ing influence upon the market’s action gen- 
erally.

American and Foreign Power Company, 
Inc. (Incorporated December 19, 1923)—The 
present outlook of this stock is quite cheer- 
ful. Its progressed Moon is in Scorpio, con- 
junct its progressed Mars, sextile its Neptune. 
It should be quite active, and generally on the 
upgrade, this fall and early winter. Saturn 
turns direct on December Ist and thereafter 
moves definitely away from the square to its 
Sun. Jupiter favors it throughout 1938, en- 
abling it to hold a good level. It should do 
exceptionally well in late 1938 and early 1939.

(Incorporated April 19, 1928)—The outlook 
looks favorable for this stock in December 
and early 1938, with its progressed Moon 
forming a trine to its progressed Mercury and 
Sun. 

Ford Motor Co., Ltd., England (Incorpo- 
rated December 7, 1928)—This stock should 
improve conservatively in 1938. Its pro- 
gressed Moon is Aquarius harmoniously as- 
pects its Mercury, Sun and Saturn in Sagit- 
tarius. Later on its progressed Moon trines 
its natal Moon. Its future outlook looks 
bright and promising. 

Graham Paige Motors Company (Incorpo- 
rated September 28, 1909)—A reader has re- 
quested an analysis of this stock. Its pro- 
gressed Moon is in Pisces, in the vicinity of 
its Mars, opposition its Jupiter. Saturn op- 
poses its Sun. A profit should be made on 
this stock if it were sold this year. It should 
be active at the time of this writing (Septem- 
ber, 1937), under its Moon-Mars stimulation, 
opposition its Jupiter. However, we cannot 
hold this optimistic planetary outlook for its 
1938 activity, as by then the force of this con- 
junction will have waned. 

Ingram Rand Company (Incorporated June 


1, 1905)—Favorable indications for this stock. . 


Its progressed Moon is conjunction its pro- 
gressed Mercury in Cancer, in harmoniously 
aspect to its natal Moon and Jupiter conjunc- 
tion. It should do very well this late fall and 
early winter. 

Union Tank Car Company (Incorporated 
July 14, 1891)—Is now under favorable as- 
pects of its progressed Moon to its Saturn and 
Jupiter. It should do somewhat better in the 
near future. Next year, when its Moon comes 
to its Sun and Mars in Cancer, in square to 
its Uranus and Moon in Libra, its trend may 
change suddenly, with the unexpected to be 
looked for in its activity at that time.

Saturn trine the Sun makes 
the attitude more serious, austere, ambitious 
and capable. In your fifth solar house he 
tends to bring a greater degree of emotional 
maturity in love and relations with children. 
You have to be strong—others depend on 
your strength and ability to advance in a 
material way. Begin new ventures on a 
modest scale, increasing your investment as 
you keep gaining experience.
